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PREPACE 


Ik this book 1 have retold the legends of the 
Gods of anoient Egypt, legends, which were 
current in the morning of the world,’* preserved 
to tho present day OTigravod on stone and 'written 
on papyri. I have told them in my own way, 
adhering strictly to the story, but arnmg^ 
the words and pbrasee according to the English 
method ■, retauung, however, as far as possible 
the exprosslons and metaphors of the Egyptian. 
Zn some cases I have inserted whole sentences in 
order to make the sense clear; these are in places 
where the story divides naWahy into several 
parts, as in The Battles of Honu»,*’ and The 
Keglous of Kight and Thick Darkness ” ; where 
each incident, so like the one preceding and the 
one following, is kept distinct in the mind of 
the reader by this means. This repetition is 
quite in accerdanoe with the style of Egyptian 
literatnre. 

The book is intended entirely for the general 
pnbUo, who are increasingly interested in the 
religion and civilisation of anoient Egypt, bet 
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PMPACE 


whose onJ 7 means of obtoming knowledge of that 
oountiy ifl apparently through magazine stories 
in which a niummy ia the principal character. It 
may bo worth noting that in these legends of 
anaent Egypt mummiee are not mentioned, ex- 
oept jn the Dnat, the homo of tho dead, where 
one naturally expects to find tiiem, 

Though tho book ie intended for tho un- 
eoionlifio reader, I have made some provision for 
the more serious studont, in the Notes at the end 
In these I have given tJio origin of tlie legend 
J3j>0k or books in which tliat original is 
published, and tho book whore tho translation 
into a modem language by one of the greot 
soholars of the day can bo found. Other transla* 
tions there are in plenty, whioh can be seen in 
specialist libraries; many of these, however, are 
of use only to a student of Egyptian literature 
and language. 

I have arranged the sequence of the stories 
according to my own ideas: first, the legends of 
various, one might almost say mieesUaneous, 
gods: then the legends of Osiris and the ^ties 
wnnwted with him; lastly, the legends of Ra. 
At the very end are Notes on the legends, end a 
short index of all the gods mentioned

EGYPTIAN LEGENDS 

I 

THE PRINCESS AND THE DEMON 

It wm m tho ;oign of King Ramesee, soa of the 
Son, bobvod of Amon, king of the gode. A 
mighty vurior wu Ramosos ; in the day of 
battle like to Mentu, god of war; very valorous 
was he» like the son of the 8ky>gcddo«. 

Now his Majeety was in Naluraina^ where the 
great river Bup^atee rolls down to the sea. 
And he received the tribute of the vassal^prinoea, 
for he was the conqueror of the nine Arober* 
tribes, and none could stand before his face 
when ho oame forth equipped with all bis weapons 
of war. The princes prostrated themselvee h^ore 
him, bowing their foreheads to the ground, 
breathing the earth which hie feet bad trodden. 
Great and splendid was their tribute : gold, and 
procious stones of all colours, blue lapis laruli 
and the green turquoise sacied to Hatbor, goddoes 
of bve and joy. And slaves came bearing on 
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th^ir backs sweet>5c6ntsd woods, perfumed aud 
aroin&tio, like the trees m the land of the Gods. 

The prince of Bekhten came also, and with 
him his eldest daughter; and he placed her in 
front of the slavee, for she was the choicest part 
of his tribute. Very beautiful was she, fair in 
her limbs, tall and slender as a palm-tree, and 
the heart of the King turned to her with delight, 
and he loved her more than anything on earth. 
He made her the Great Royal Wife, and he gave 
her a name hy which she should he known in 
the land of Eg^t; Neferu-Ra, “ Beauty of Ra,'* 
was she called, for her beauty was like the shining 
of the sun. And the name wee written in tho 
royal oval, as is the custom of the kings of Egypt 
and their queens. 

Then King Ramoses returned to Egypt, and 
with him went the Great Royal Wife, Queen 
Neferu-Ra. And when they came to the Black 
Laud, the land of Egypt, she performed all the 
ceremonies of a queen in the temples of Egypt. 

Now it happened that King Ramosee was in 
Thebes the Mighty on the twenty-second of the 
month Payui. And he went into the temple of 
Amen, for this was the day of the beautiful 
festival of the god, when the boats go up and 
down upon the water with torches and lights, 
and the Sacred Buque, adorned with gold and 
painted with gloridus colours, is borne aloft, 
that men may see the figure of Amon-Ra himself 
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withio. And Qqmii Nef«ra-RA vas with his 
Majeety, for tha Great Royal Wife in £^pt has 
ever heen the wmhipper of AmoH'Ra, Vii^g of 
the gods. 

There came into the temple conrtien of the 
King to announce the arriTal of a ineseesger from 
the prince of Bekhten. Loaded wee he vith gifts 
for NeferU'Ra, Queen of daughter of the 

prince of Bekhten, and he carried also a message 
to the King. When he entered the roysl presence, 
he bowed to the earth saying, “ QJory to thee, 0 
Son of the nine Areher-tnbee f May we lire before 
thee i ” Then he bowed to the earth agadn uid 
spoke the message that he bad brought from the 
prince of Bekhten to Ramesea, King of Egypt: 

“ I come to thee, 0 living EUng, ny i^rd, 
on account of Bent-reeby, the little sister of the 
Great Royal Wife, Neferu-Ra; for there is a 
malady in all her limbe. Send therefore a learned 
man ^at be may see and heal her.’* 

The King turned to his courtiers snd said, 
“ Bring hither a ecribe of the Honae of Life, and 
bring also those who speak the hidden things of 
the Inner Chamber. ’ ’ And the coortiers hastened 
and brought them into the presence forthwith, 
and the King said to them, “ I have brought you 
hither to bear this inattew. Tell me then of a 
man, learned end skilfol, to send to the prinoe 
of Bekhten.” 

Thea they took counsel among themselrss as 
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to a learned and ekilful man, and they brought 
the acribe Tehati'dm-heb before the King, and the 
Sling bade him go with the messenger of the 
prince of Bekhten to heal Bent-reshy, the little 
sister of the Great Royal Wife. 

When the scribe Tehutl-em*heb came to 
Bskbten, he was brought into the presence of 
Bent-reehy. He was a learned and a skilful man, 
and he found the princess undor the dominion 
of a spirit, a spirit that was hostile to him, 
against whom his leomii^ and skill were of no 
aToil, who set his magic arte at naught. 

Then the prince of Bekhten woe aad, and sorrow 
was in his heart, but Tehuti-om-heb the aoribe 
counselled him to send again to Egypt and to 
implore the help of Khonsu, the Ezpeller of 
Demons, to cast oat the evil spirit from Bent- 
reahy, the little sister of the Great Royal Wife, 

Now so great was the distance from Bekhten 
to Egypt that from the time that Tehutl-em-heb 
the scribe departed out of Thebee till the second 
message came to King Ramesea was throe years, 
and throughout that time the evil spirit dwelt 
in Bent-reehy and would not be cast out. 

And when the second messenger arrived, King 
Rameses was again in Thebes, and it was t^ Aret 
of the month Pakhons, the month that is sacred 
to Ehonsu. He entered Into the temple, and with 
him came his courtiers, and the messenger of the 
prince of Bekhten, In the temple were two statues 
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of KKonsn; very marvellous %ures were these, 
very eacred, very holy; the one was called Xhonsn 
in Thebes Neferhotep, and the other Kbonsu, the 
Ezpeller of Demons. Now Khonsu is the God 
of the Moon, the son of Amon'Ra and of Mut, 
Lady of Ashru, and men represent him with the 
curled lock of youth, for he is ever yoimg and 
heautiful. 

Then the King stood before the great statue 
of Ebousu in Thebes Neferhotep and aud, " 0 
my good Lord, 1 come again into thy presence 
on account of the daughter of the prince of 
Bekbten.^’ 

Then the priests lifted the statue of Ehonsn 
in Thebes Neferhotep and placed it in front of 
Khonsu, the Ezpeller of Demons. And the King 
spoke again before Khonsu in Thebes Neferhotep 
said, ‘*My good Lord, turn thy face to Khonsu, 
the Ezpeller of Demons. Grant that he may go 
to Bekhten.*’ 

Khonsu in Thebes Nef^hotep iaolined hia 
heed twice in token of assent. Very marvellous 
was the figure of Khonsu in Thebes Neferhotep. 

And yet again Ring Bameses spoke, *‘Let 
thy protection be with him. Grant that 1 may 
send the Majesty of Khonsu to Bekhten to save 
Bcnt-reehy, the little sister of the Great Royal 
Wife.” 

Khonsu in Thebes Neferhotep inclined his head 
twice in token of assent. Very toarvellcaa 
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was the figure of Khonsu in Tbobes Neferbotep. 
And he gave his magical protection four times 
to EhonsQ, the Espeller of Demons. 

Then King Rameses gave command, and 
Khonsu, the E&peller of Demons, vae placed in 
the Great Boat; and around the Great Boat were 
five small boats, with chariots and horses, niuner- 
oua and splendid, on the right band on the 
left. The rotinuo of Khonsu, the Ezpeller of 
Demons, was the retinue of a king. For a year and 
five months they journeyed until they reached 
Bokhten. 

The pTlnoe of Bckhten came out with his bow¬ 
men and bis coortiers to meet Khonsu, the Ez* 
peher of Demons, with a royal welcome, and they 
entered into his presence as into the presence of 
a king. The prince of Bekhten fell on his knees 
and kid his forehead on the ground at the feet 
of Khonsu, the Ezpeller of Demons, and said, 
*‘Thou hast come to us. 0, be kind to us ao 
cording to the words of Ramesee, King of Egypt. 

They brought Khonsu, the Expeliei of Demons, 
to the chamber of Bent-resby, t^e little slater of 
the Great Royal Wife; and ho made a magical 
protection over her. Lo, thero happened a wonder 
and a marvel, for she was well and whole in a 
moment. 

Then the spirit, who had been in her, spoke in 
the presence of Khonsu, the Ezpeller of Demons, 

" Thou hast oome in peace, 0 great God, Ezpeller 
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oi BezDons. Bekhten U thy city, ite people ate 
thy sUvea, 1 bo^ before thee, for 1 also am thy 
slaTe. I ^11 go to that place &om whioh I came 
that thy heart may have peace. But ere 1 go, 
let the Majesty of Khousn give commaad 
a holy day he made for me by the prince of 
Bekhten.” 

When he had heard theee words, Ehonau, the 
ExpcUer of DemoziB, inolined his head to the pnest 
and said, “l^et the prince of Bekhten make a 
great ea^^ce for tide spirit.** 

The prince of Bekhten, aiui his soldiers and bis 
courtiers heard the voices of the spirit and of the 
god, and they trembled and were esceedingly 
afraid. They obeyed the command of the god 
and prepared a great eacridce for Khonsu, the 
Expel ier of Demons, and for the spirit that came 
out of Bent-reshy, the little sister of the Great 
BoyalWife, the daughter of the prince of Bekhten. 
And they made a holy day with offerings, sacrifices, 
and libations, 

So the spirit, in the form of a Shiniz^ One. 
went his way in peace out of the land of Bekhten, 
and he went whithersoever it pleased him, as 
Khonec, the Expellet of Demons, had com¬ 
manded. 

The prince of Bekhten was glad and bis heart 
rejoiced, and all the people rejoiced also that the 
spirit had Imn driven out of Bent-reshy and out 
of the land of Bekhten. Bnt in the midst of 
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his jo; and gladness, foar came upon the heart 
of the prince of Beaten lest the spiiit should 
return and take up his abode again in the land, 
when Khoneu, the Ezpeller of Demons, had de¬ 
parted. He took counsel with himself and said, 
“ I will heap Khonsu, the Ezpeller of Demons, in 
Bekhten. I will not let him return to Egypt.” 
So Hhonsu, the Ezpeller of Demoxks, remained 
three years, four months, uid itwe days in Bekhten, 
for the prince of Bekhten would not let him go. 

And at the end of tliat time the princo of 
Bekhten lay upon his bed at night and slept, and 
while he slept a Tision passed before his eyes. 
He dreamed that he stood before the shrine of 
Kbonsu, the Ezpeller of Demons ; the groat doors 
of the shrine were folded hack and the god came 
forth, stepping out between the doors. He 
chaz^d into the form of a hawk with feathers 
of geld, burnished and beautiful, and soared high 
into the air with wings outspread, and like an 
arrow he darted towards Egypt. 

When the prince of Bekhten awoke, he was 
exceedingly a^aid, for he feared the wrath of the 
Gods, ^d he sent for the priest of Kbonsu, 
the Ezpeller cf Demoirs, and said to him, '' The 
god is estranged from us, he has returned to 
Egypt. Let ^ chariot also return to Egypt.” 
The prince of Bekhten gave command that the 
god should be taken back to Egypt, and he loaded 
the god with gifts. Great and niunerous were 
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the gifts of all manner of beautiful things that 
the princs of Bekhten gave to Khonsa, the 
Ezpellet of Demons. 

For many months they joum^ed, and with 
them went an escort of solders and horses from 
the land of Bekhten, They arrived in safety at 
Thebea, and entered into the temple of Khonsn 
in Thobee Neferhotep. 

Then Khonsu, tho Expeller of Demons, gave 
to Khonsu in Thebes Neferhotep all the gifts, 
the rich and costiy gifts, whioh ho had received 
from the prince of Bekhten; nothing did he 
keep for himself. Thus ended tho journey of 
Khonsu, the Ezpeller of Demons, the great God.

THE KING’S DREAM 

Lowo, long Qgo lived Thothmw, King of Egypt; 
Lord of the Two Lands was he, Wearer of the 
double Di^ro, he whom tho Gods loved. He 
was not that Thothmee, the mighty Bull, who 
oonquered Syria, Nubia, and tho nine Archer- 
tribee. But be bore the same name, and was a 
great and valorous long ; Syria bowed before 
him, Nubia was hia servant, and he trod the nine 
Archer-tribes b«ieath hia feet. Wh^i he was 
a child, he was like unto Harpocratea, the son of 
Isis, he who was bom in tho maiehee of the North 
Country. Beautiful was ho with the beauty of 
the Gods, in form like Horua, the Avenger of his 
father. 

And in all manly sports did he excel; he 
hunted the wild game on the deserts both north 
and sonth of Memphis, he coursed the lions and 
the deer, he shot arrows at a target, he drove in 
his chariot, and his horses were fleeter than the 
wind. Alone did he hvmt, or with two com¬ 
panions only, and none knew the path that he 

so 
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would follow, for in the deaert Done liTe a&ve 
wild beaats, 

When bis followers rei^Dired rest in the heat of 
the day, he took them to the great statue of 
Harmachis close to Khei-iAia, wh^e the Road of 
the Qod leads eastward to On. Oi stone was 
this mighty figure, hewn out of the Kving rock,. 
his face the face of a man, stem and msjestdo, 
turned to the rising sun, his body the body of a 
lion ; upon his brow is the death-dealing snake 
with head erect, ready to strike. Men call this 
figure Eaimachuf, and the Sphinx, and the 
Father of Terrors. Great and exalted is this 
figure of the God, resting in his chosen place ; 
mig hty is bis power, for the Shadow of the Son 
is upon him. The temples of Memphis and the 
templee of every town on both sides adore him, 
they stretch out their hands to him in adoraticu, 
sacrifices and libations arc made before him. 

One day, ere Thothmes was yet king, before 
he had ascended the throne of Homs the Living 
One, it came to pans that be hunted alone in the 
desert, and it was noontide. Very fierce was the 
heat, very blinding the sunbeams, and be rested 
in the shadow of the great God. And as he rested, 
heated and weary, in the coolness of the shadow, 
sleep heavy and deep came upon him at the 
moment when the sun reached the zenith. 

Thus he slept at broad midday, and in his sleep 
dreams and visions came to him. In his dream 
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be stood before the giant figure of the God, but no 
longer was it of stone, for behold it was the Qod 
himself. The breath of Hfe was in him, and his 
lips moved, and he spoke with gentle speech as a 
father speaks with his child, for his words were 
words of blessing. 

'' See now, 0 013 ^ son Thothmes,” he said, 

look at me, behold me. 1 am th^' father, I who 
am Harmachis, and Ea, and Khepcra, and Atmu 
also. For I am the Sun^god to whom all lands 
ore sub j ect. Through mo alone aball the kingdom 
of Egypt come to thee ; thou sluilt wear the White 
Crown of the South Land and the Red Crown of 
the Korth Land, thou sbalt sit upon the throne 
of Geb the inheritor. To tlioe shall belong the 
whole land in its length and breadth, that land 
whicih the universal Lord makes glorious. Want 
and trouble ehall never come nigh thee, for giffe 
shall be brought to thee from every country, 
near and afar ; the duration of thy life shall he 
for many years; my face shall be towards thee 
and my heart shall incline to thee if thou wilt do 
for me that which I desire of thee.” 

And Thothmee looked, and bo saw that the 
figure lay half-buried in the sand, and it seemed 
as though the God struggled to free himself, for 
naught but the head appeared above the plain, 
and the sands came up about him like the waves 
of the sea when they swallow up a ship that is 
on the rocks. 
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Then the Majeety oi the God spohe egaia» and 
said, “ The sand of the desert oa which I rest is 
about me, it oTerwhelma me, it covers me. 
Hasten to do that which my heart desires, for I 
know that thou art a eon who honours the behests 
of his father.” 

Sleep fell from the eyelids oi Thothmes, and he 
awoke.

THE COMING 0? THE GREAT QUEEN 

Nov Amoa-KA, king of tho gods, eat upon hie 
throne, and around him stood the ercateet of the 
gods and goddeeses. On hie right woe Oslrie 
crowned with tho great White Crown of tho South 
Land; on hie left was Mentu, god of war, and 
on tho head of Mentu wore two groat featliera and 
the flashing disk of the aun. With Oairia were 
the twin goddesses lais and Nophthys, beeido 
them stood Hatbor, goddess of love, whom ths 
Greeks call Aphrodite; Horus, tho son of leis, 
with the fa^seemg eyes of the hawk ; and 
Anubis, son of Nephthys, the faithful guardian 
of Isis. With Mentu were Atmu, the god of the 
sunset: Shu and his twin-sister Tefnut; Ooh the 
earth-god, end Nut the sky-goddees. These two 
are the oldest of the gods, from whom all others 
proceed. 

Amon-Ra, king of the gods, sat upon hia throne 
and looked upon the land of Egypt, and he spoke, 
saying, " 1 will oreate a queen to rule over Ta¬ 
mely, I will imite the Two Lands in peace for her, 
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and in her hande 1 will place the whole world. 
Egypt and Syria, Nnbia and I^t, the land 
oi the Gods, shall bo under her sway.*’ And 
when he had fipoken there waa silence among the 
gods. 

While ho yot epoko, Thoth entorod into bis 
preaenco, Thoth, the twice^great, tho maker of 
magic, tho lord of Kbomennu. Ho iistoned to 
tho words of Amon-Ra, Idng of the gods, and In 
the silonoo that followed ho spoke: 

" 0 Amon^Ua, Lord of tlio thrones of tho Two 
Lands, King of tho gods, Maker of men. Behold 
in the Bleok Land in tlio palace of tho king is a 
m&ldon, fair and beautiful is aho in oil her limhi. 
Aabmes is her namo, and aho is wife to the king of 
Egypt. She alone can be the mothor of the 
great Queen, whom thou wilt create to rule orer 
the Two Lands. She is in the palace of the king. 
Come, let us go to hor.’^ 

Now tho form of I'ljoth Is tho form of an ibis, 
that ho may fly swiftly throtigh tho nir and none 
may know him, and as an ibis ho wont to the 
pjUaco of the king. But Amon-Ba took upon 
himsolf the shape oi the king of Egypt. Great 
was tho majesty of Amon-Ra, splendid his adorn¬ 
ments. On bis neck was tho glittering oollar of 
gold and precious stones, on his arms woro braco* 
lets of pure gold and oloctruro, and on his head 
were two plumes ; by the plumes alone could men 
know the Eiz^g oi the gods. In one hand he carried 
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th« Bcaptre of power, in the otber the emblem of 
life. Glorioue was be as the aon at midday, and 
the pedumee of the land of Punt were around 
him. 

In the palace of the king of Egypt was ^ueen 
Aahmea, and it waa night. She lay upon her 
couch, and sleep was upon her eyolids. Like a 
jewel was she in her Mauty, and the chambor 
in which she slept was like tho sotUng of tho 
jewel; black bronse and elootrum, acacia wood 
and ebony, were the adoznmonts of tho palace, 
and her couch was in tho form of a fieroo lion. 

Through the two Groat Doors of tho palaoo wont 
the gods; none saw them, none bohold them. And 
with them cams Noitb, goddess of Sain, and Solk 
the scorpion goddess. On tho head of N«th 
wen tbs shield and crossed arrows; on the hood 
of Selk a scorpion bearing in each claw tho 
emblotn of life. 

The fragrance of the perfumes of Punt filled tho 
chamber, and queon Aahmee awcko and beheld 
Amon-Ka, King of tho gods, Maktjr of men. In 
m&jeety and hMUty he appeared before her, and 
her heart was filled with joy. He held towards 
her the sign of life, and in her hand be laid the 
sign of life and the eooptre of power. And Neith 
and Selk lifted the oouoh on whioh the queen 
reposed and held it high in the air, that she might 
be raised ahoTe the ground, on which mortal men 
Uto, while she spoke with ihe immortal Gods. 
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THod Aaon-Ra retumed and waa ezitbroaed 
among the Gode. And be summoned to hie 
preeence Khnum the creator, he who fashions the 
bodies of men, who dwells beside the rushing 
waters of the oataraot. To Khniun he gare oom> 
mand saying, 0 Klmum, fashioner oi the bodies 
of mon, fashion for me my daughter, she who 
shall be the great Quecai of Egypt. For I will 
givo to her all life and satisfaction, all stability 
and all Joy of licart for oTer.” 

Khnum the croator, tho fashioner of the bodies 
of men, tlie dweller by tho cataract, made answer 
to Amcn-Ra, “ I will form for thee thy dauglxtor, 
and her form shall bo more glorious than the Gods, 
for the greatness of her dignity as King of the 
South and North/’ 

Then be brought his potter’s wheel, and took 
clay, and with bis hands he fashioned tbe body 
of the daughter of queen Aahmos and the body of 
Iier hi. And the body of the oliild and the body 
of tbe ia wore alilce in their limbs and their 
faces, and none but the Gods could know them 
apart. Beautiful were they with the beauty of 
Amon>Ea, more glorious wore they than tbe Gods. 

Bosido tho potter’s wheel knelt Hekt, lady of 
Henu, goddess oi birth. In each hand she held 
the sign of life, and as the wheel turned and the 
bodies were fashioned, she held it towards them 
that life might enter into the lifeless clay. 

Then Klmum, the fashioner of the bodies of 
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tatn, &nd Hekt the goddess of birth, csme to 
the p&lace of the king of Egypt; and with them 
came Isis, the groat Mother, and her eiater 
Nephtb^; Meekhent also and Ts'Urt, and Boa 
the protector of ohildren. The epirits of Pd and 
the apirita of Bep came with thorn to greet the 
' daughter of Amon-Ra and of quoon Aahmes. 

Asd when the child appeared, the goddeaaos re> 
joiced, uid the spirits of Pd and the Hpirite of Dop 
chant^ ^aisee to her honour, for Uio dauglrtcr 
of Amon^a was to ait upon the ihrono of Horua 
of the Living, uid rule the Land of Egypt to tho 
glory of the Gods. HaUhepaut was alio oallod, 
Chief of Noble Women, divine of Diadems, 
favourite of the Goddesses, belovd<l of Amon-Ka, 
And to her the Gods panted that sho should be 
mistress of all lands within the clrouit of the sun, 
and that she should appear as king upon the ^one 
of Horua before the Rories of tho Groat House. 
And upon her was the favour of Amon*Ba for 
ever.

Now Ahurft wftA the wife oi XGter-lui-ptah, and 
thoir ohild wae Moral; thia was tha name by 
which ho woa regiatorod by the aotiboa m the 
Houaa of Lila. And Nofer-ka^ptah, though be 
waa tho eon of the King* cored for naught on earth 
but to read tho ancientreoorda, written on papyrus 
in the House of Life oc engraved on stone in the 
temples ; all day and every day he studied the 
writings of the ancestors. 

One day he went into the temple to pray to the 
Oods, but when he saw tho insoriptions on the 
walls he began to read them; and he forgot to 
pray, ho forgot the Gods, ho forgot the priests, he 
forgot all that was around him mitil bo heard 
laughter behind him. He looked round and a 

f iriest stood there, and from him eama. the 
aughter. 

" Why laugheet thou at me 1 *’ said Neier-ka- 
ptah. 

'* Because thou readest these worthless writ¬ 
ings,'’answered the priest. “ If thou wouldest read 

ss 
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VTitdnge that are worth the reading I can tell thee 
where the Book of Thoth llee bidden.” 

Then Nefer-ka>ptah wae eager in bia (Questions, 
and the priest replied, “Thoth wrote the Book 
with hia own hand, and in it is all tho xnagio in the 
world. If thou readeat tho firat page, thou wilt 
enobant the ekj^, the earth, the abyaa, the moun* 
tains, and the aoa; thou wilt understand the 
language of tlie birds of tho air, and thou wilt 
know what the creeping things of earth are saying, 
and thou wilt see tho flsbos from tho darkest 
depths of the soa. And if thou roadost the other 
page, even though thou wort dead and in the world 
oi ghosts, thou couldost como back to earth in 
the form thou onoo badst. Aud besides this, 
thou wilt seo the sun shining in the sky witli the 
full moon and the itais, ana thou wilt behold the 
great shapes of tho Oods.” 

Then said Nefe^ka-ptab, “By the life of 
Pharaoh, that Booh shall be mine. Tell mo what> 
sosTer it is that thou doaireet, and 1 will do it 
for thee.” 

“Provide for my funeral," said tho priest. 
" 8ee that I am buried as a rich man, with prieets 
and mourning women, offerings, libations, and 
incense. Than eball my eoul rest in peace in the 
Fields of Aalu. One hundred pieces of eilver 
must be spent upon my burying.” 

Then Nefer-ka-ptah sent a fleet messenger to 
fetch the money, and he paid one hundred pieces 
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of aUrer into the phesVa h&nde. When the priest 
had taken the silver, he said to Mefer-ka-pte.h: 

The Book is at Koptos in the middle of the river. 
In the middle of the river is an iron box, 

In the iron box is a bronae box, 

Xn the bronze box is a ket^wood box, 

In the ketd-wood box is an ivory-ond-ebony box, 
In the ivory-and'fibony box is a silver box, 

In the silver box is a gold box, 

And in tho gold box is tho Book of Tbotb. 
Round about the groat iron box are snakes and 
scorpions and all mannor o! crawling things, and 
above all there is a snake whiob no ium can kill 
These are set to guard tho Book of Tbotb.*' 

Whon the priest had dnisbod speaking, Nefer- 
ka-ptah ran out of the tempb, for bis joy was 
so great that be knew not where he was. He 
ran quickly to dnd Ahura to tell her about 
the Book and that be would go to Koptos and 
find it. 

But Ahura was very sorrowful, and said, “ Oo 
not on this journey, for trouble and grief await 
thee in the Gouthem Land.’* 

She ledd her hand upon Nefer-ka>ptab as though 
she would hold him hack from the sorrow ttmb 
awaited him. But he would not be restrained, 
and broke away from her and went to the King 
his father. 

He told the King all that be had leamed, and 
said, " Qive me the royal barge, 0 my father, 
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that I may go to the Southern Land vith my 
wife Ahura and my eon Merab. For the Book of 
Thoth I must and will have.** 

So the King gave orders and the royal barge 
vas prepared, and in it Nefer-ka>ptah, Ahura, 
and Merab sailed up the river to the Southern 
Land as far aa Koptoe. When they arrived at 
Koptoe, the high priest and all (be priests of Isis 
of Koptoa came down to tlie rivor to voloome 
Kefer-ka-ptab, Ahura, and Morab. And they wont 
in a great prooossion to the tomplo of the Goddess, 
and Nefer-ka-ptaii soorideed an ox and a goose 
and poured a libation of wine to IsU of Koptos 
and her son Harpooratos. After this, the priosta 
of Isis and their wives made a great feast lor four 
days in honour of Nefer-ka'ptah and Ahura. 

On tho morning of the dftlr day, Nefer-ka* 
ptah called to him a priest of Isis, a great magician 
learned in all the mysforles of the Gods. And 
together they mode a little magic box, like the 
cabin of a boat, and they made men and a great 
store of iookle, and put the men and the tackle 
in the magic cabin. Then they uttered a spell 
over the cabin, and the men breathed and were 
alive, and began to use the tackle. And Nefer- 
ka-ptah sank the magic cabin in the river, saying, 
“ Workmen, workmen f Work for me I ” And he 
fiUed the royal barge with sand and sailed away 
alone, while Ahura sat on the bank of the river at 
Koptos, and watched and waited, for she knew 
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th&t sorrow muse come of tiiis journey to the 
Soutbem iOand. 

The m&gi<3 men in the ma^io oahin toiled &11 night 
and all day for throe Tugbte and three days al^g 
the bottom of the river; and when they stopped the 
royal barge stopped also, and Nefer-ka*ptalx knew 
that he had arriTsd whore the Book lay hidden. 

Ho took the sand out of the royal barge and 
threw it into the water, and it mode a gap in 
the river, a gap of a schooima long and a eoboenus 
wide; in tire middle of the gap lay the iron box, 
and beside tlio box waa ooUod the groat snake 
that no man can kill, and all around the box on 
every side to the edge of tho walls of water wore 
snakos and leorpions and all manner of crawling 
tilings. 

Then Hefor-ka>ptah stood up in tlio royal barge, 
and aoross the water he cried to the snakes and 
scorpions and crawling things; a loud and torrible 
ory, and tho words wore words of magic. As 
soon as his voice was still, the snakes and scorpions 
and crawling things wore stiU also, for they were 
onchanted hy moans oi the magical words of 
Nofc>ka*ptah, and they could not move. Nefer- 
ko'puh brought tho royal barge to the edge of 
the gap, and ho walked through the iuiakee and 
scorpions and crawling things, and they looked 
at him, but could not move because of the spell 
that was on them. 

And now Nefer^ka-ptah was face to face with 
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the snake that no man could kiU, and it reared 
iMelf up ready for battle. Nefer-ka-ptah ruabed 
upon it and cut ofi its head, and at onco the head 
and body came together, each to each, and the 
snake that no man could kill was alive again, and 
ready for the fray. Again Nefor-ka-ptah rushed 
upon it, and so bard did he strike that the head 
was flung far from the body, but at once the hea<l 
and body came together again, each to each, and 
again the snake that no man could kill was alive 
and ready to fight. Then Kefer-ka^ptah saw that 
the snake was immortal and could not be slain, 
but must be overcome by subtlo moans. Again 
he rushed upon it and cut It in two, and very 
quickly he put sand on oaoh part, so that when 
the head and body came together thoro was 
sand between them and tlicy could not join, and 
the snake that no man could kill lay helpless 
before him. 

Then Nefer'ka^ptah went to the groat box where 
it stood in the gap in the middle of the river, 
and the snakes and scorpions and crawling things 
watched, but they could not stop him. 

He opened the iron box and found a bronze box, 
He opened the bronze box and found a kotd-wood 
box. 

He opened the ket4-wood box and found an 
ivory*and-ebony box. 

He opened the ivory*and*ebony box and found 
a silver box, 
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He opened the eilrer box and iound a geld 
box, 

Ho opened tbe gold box and found the Book of 
Tboth. 

Ho opened the Book and road a page, and at 
onoo he had onchontod the nky, the earth, the 
abyaa, the mountains, and the aea, and be under- 
Ktood the language of birds, fish, and beasts. He 
road tho aecond page anti he eaw the sun shining 
in the sky, with tJio full moon and the atari, 
and ho saw the great ehapoa ef tho Gods thorn- 
Holvoe; and so strojtg was tho magic that tho 
fiflhes oame up from tho darkest depths of the 
aea. Bo he knew that \>'hat tho priest had told 
him was truo. 

Then bo thought of Ahura waiting for him at 
Koptes, and he cut a magic spoil upon the men 
that ho had made, saying “ Workmen, workmen t 
Work for me I and toko mo back to the place 
from whicli I camo.” l‘liey toiled day and mght 
till they came to Koptos, and there was Ahura 
sitting by tho rivu*, haying catoji nothing &ud 
drunk nothing sinco Hefer-ka-ptah went away. 
For she sat waiting and watching for the sorrow 
that was to come upon them. 

But when slie saw Hefor-kA-ptah rotuming in 
the royal barge, her Ixeart was gUd and slie re¬ 
joiced exceedingly. Nefer-ka-ptab camo to her 
and put the Book of Thcth into her hands and 
bads her read it. When she read the first page, 
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Bh« enchanted the alty> the earth, the abyss, the 
mountains, and the sea, and she undeistood the 
language of birds, fish, and beasts; and when she 
read the second page, she saw tho sun ebining in 
the sky, with the full moon and the stars, and she 
saw the great shapes of the Gods themselTes; and 
so strong was the magio that the dslies oamo up 
from the darkest depths of the sea. 

Kefoi-ka-ptah now colled for a piece of new 
papyrua and for a cup of beer; and on the papyrii* 
he wrote all tlio sp^s that wore in the Book of 
Thotl). Then ho took the cnp of beer and waslied 
the papyrus in the beer, so that all the ink was 
washed cl! and the papyrus bcoame as though it 
had never been written on. And Nofer-ka-ptalx 
drank the beer, and at once he knew all tho spells 
that had been written on tho papyrus, for this is 
I he method of tho great magioiaus. 

Then blefer-Ica-ptah and Ahura wont to tlie 
temple of Isis and gave ofTerings to Isis and Hor^ 
TOcratos, and made a great feast, and the next 
^y they wont on board tho royal barge and sailed 
joyfully away down the river towards tho 
Northern Land. 

But behold, Thoth had discovered the loss of his 
Book, and Thoth raged like a panther of the South, 
oud he hastened before Ea and told him all, 
saying, “ Nofer-kar-ptah has found my magic 
box opened it, and has stolen my Book, even 
the Book of Thoth; he slew the guards that 
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surroujuled it, aucl the enake that no man oas 
kill lay helplaas beiore him. Avenge me, 0 Ro, 
upon Kefer*ka-ptah, son of the King of Egypt,” 

The Majesty of Ra answered and said, '* Take 
him and his wife and his child, and do with them 
as thou wilt." And now the sorrow for whioh 
Ahura watched and waited was about to oomo 
upon them» forl'hoth took with him a Power from 
Ra to givo him his donio upon the stealer of his 
Book. 

As tho ro^l hargo Hailed amootlily down the 
nvor, tho litUe bov Morab ran ont from tho shade 
of tho awning and loaned over the aide watching 
the water. And the Power of Ra drew him» so 
that he fell into the river and was drowned. 
When ho fell, all the sailors on tho royal barge 
and all tho pooplo walking on the river-bank 
raised ^^roat ory, but they could not save him. 
Nefer-ka-ptah came out of the cabin and road a 
magical spell over tho water, and the body of 
Merab came to the surface and they brought it 
DU boeid tho royal barge. Then Nefor-ko-ptah 
read oirothor spoU, and so great woe ita power that 
tho dead chilci spoke and told Nefor-ka-ptah all 
that had happened among the Qods, that Thoth 
woe seeking vengeance, and that Ha had granted 
him his desire upon the eteoler of his Book. 

Nefer-ka-ptab gave command, and the royal 
barge returned to Koptoa, that Merab might be 
buried there with the houoiu^ due to the son of a 
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prince. When the funeral ceremoniee were over, 
the royal bargo sailed down the river towards 
tho Northern Land. A joyful journey was it 
no longer, fox Merab was dead, and A hum’s heart 
was heavy on account of tho sorrow that was 
still to oorne, for tho vengeance of Thoth was not 
yet fulfilled. 

They reached the place where Merab had faliun 
into the water, and Ahura came out from under 
the shade of the awning, mid she loaned over the 
side of tho barge, and the Power of Ra dn^w her 
so that site fell into the rivet and was drowned. 
When she foil, all tho sailors in tho royal bargo 
and all tho people walking on tho rlvor-bank 
raised a groat cry, but they could not save her. 
Nofer-ka>ptah caino out of tho cabin and i^oad a 
msgical spell over the wator, and tho body of 
Ahum came to the surface, and thoy brought it ou 
board the royal barge. Then Nefor-ka-ptah road 
another spell, and so great was its power that tho 
dead woman spoke and told Nefcr-ka‘ptah all 
that had happened among the Gods, that Thoth 
was still seeking vengeance, and that Ra had 
granted him bis desire upon tlie steslor of his Book. 

Nefer-ka-ptah gave command ajid the royal 
barge returned to Roptos, that Ahura might bo 
burled there with the honour due to the daughter 
of a king. When the funeral ceremomes were over, 
the royal barge sailed down the river towards 
the Northern Land. A sorrowful journey was it 
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now, for Ahurft and Merab were dead, aiul the 
Tengeanoe of Thoth was not j$t fulfilled. 

They reached the place where Ahura aod Merab 
had faHen into the water, and Nefer-ka^ptah felt 
the Power of Ba drawing him. Though he 
etruggled against it he knew that it would conquer 
him. Ho took a piece of royal linen, fine and 
strong, and made it into a girdle, and with it he 
bound the Book of Thoth firmly to hie breast, 
for he was resolTod tlmt Thoth should ne7er 
have his Book again. 

Then the Power drew him yet more strongly, 
and he came from under the shade of the awning 
and throw himself into the river and wm drowned, 
When ho fell, all the sailors of the royal barge 
and all the people walking on the river-bank rais^ 
a great ory, but they could not save him. Aad 
when they looked for his body they could not find 
it. So the royal barge aallod down the river till 
thoy reached the Horthern Land and came to 
Memphis, and the chiefs of the royal barge went 
to the Kii\g and told liiin all that had happened. 

The King put on mourning raiment; he and 
his oourtiei's, the high priost and all the priwte 
of Memphis, the King’e army and the King’s 
household, woro clothed in moxirrung apparel, 
and they walked in procession to the haven of 
Memphis to tho royal barge. When they came 
to the haven, they saw the body of Nefer-ka-ptah 
floating in the water beside the barge, olose to 
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the great steermg'Oars. And this murel c&ma 
to pau because ^ the magical powers of Nefer- 
ka>ptah ; even in death he woe a great magician 
b 7 roadon of the epeUs ho bad washed oiT tho 
papynoa and drunk in tho beer. 

Then they drew him out of the water, and they 
saw the Book of Tboth bound to hia breast with 
the girdle oi royal linen. And the King gavo 
command tixat they should bury Nefor-ku-ptali 
with the honour due to tho eon of a king, and tliat 
the Book of Thoth should be buried with him. 

Thus was the Tongoanoe of Thotli fuIdUod, but 
the Book romainod with Nefor-ka>ptah.

OSIRIS 

In tho boginuing cuiBcd Nufc, and his curse 
was that none of hor ohildron should be born on 
any day of any year. And Nnt oiled to Thoth 
who loved her, Thotli, tlio twice great, god of 
magic aitd learning and wisdom, ho whom Clie 
Oroelcs called ilermes Tiismegialoe, Though the 
curse of the great Qod Ka oneo utter^ could 
never be reoaUod, Thoth by his wisdom opened 
a way of escape. He went to the Moon-god, whoso 
brightness was almost equal to that of tho Sun 
itaolf, and challenged him to a game of dice. 
Great wore the stakes on either side, but tiie 
Moon^s were tho greatest, for he wagered hia own 
light. Game after game they played and always 
tho luck was with Thoth, till the Moon would 
play no more. Then Thoth, tho twice great, 
gathered up the light ho had won, and by his 
power and might ho formed it into five daya. 
And since that time the Moon has not had light 
enough to shine throughout the mouth; but 
dwindles sway into darkness, and then comes 
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slowly feo hia full glory ; for tho light of five whole 
days wM taken &om him. And thee© five days 
Thoth placed between the end of tho old year 
wid the beginning of the new year, keeping them 
difltinct from both ; and on theao five daye the 
five children of Nut were born; Osirln on the 
first day, Honu on the second, Set on tlio third, 
Isis on the fourth, and Nophthye on tho fifth. 
Thus the cuiee of Ea waa both fulfilled and mode 
of no efoot, for the days on which the children 
of Nut were borix belon^d to no year. 

When Osirii wa« born, wondorH and inarvelw, 
prodigies and signs, were heard and soon through¬ 
out the world, for a voice criwl over tho whole 
earth, " The Lord of all comes forth to tho light.” 
And a woman drawing water from tho lioly 
place of the temple was filled with tho divine 
affiatus and rushed forth crying, ” Osiris tho King 
is born.” 

Now Egypt was a barbarous country whore 
men fought together and ate human flesli; naugbt 
did they know of the gods, lawless were they 
and savage. But Osiris became tho King ^ 
Egypt, arm he showed his people how to till tho 
land and to plant oom and the vine, and he 
taught them the honour due to the Gods, and 
made laws, and abolished their barbarous and 
savage customs. Wherever he went, the people 
bow^ at his feet, for they loved the very ground 
he trod on; and whatever he commanded, that 
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they did. Thus did Osiris rule oyer the EgyptUns 
tiU, with musie plsying and banners flying, he 
passed out of Egypt to bring all nations beneath 
hW gracious sway. 

But Set hated Ms brother Odrie, and be 
gathorod to hiiuself seventy-two oonspiraton, 
and with them was Am, (^ueen of Ethiopia. And 
they made a plan that wlwn Osiris returned they 
should kill him and place Set on the throne; 
but they hid tiioir plana, and wUli tmiling faces 
went out to meet Osiris when ho ro<onterod Egypt 
in triumph. 

In secret they met again and again, in secret 
also they pro^rod a coffor made ^ costly wood 
painted and (focorated with rich designs and glow¬ 
ing ooloiu«, an interweaving of tints and a wealth 
of cunning workmanship, so that all who saw it 
I ungod to have it for their own. Set, that Wicked 
One, liad in secret ineasiired tbo body of Osiris, 
^md the cofTor was made to lit the body of the 
King, for this was part of the plan. 

When all was ready, Sot bade his brother and 
tho eovonty-two conspirators to a feast in hin 
groat banqucriog-hall. When ths feast was 
over, they sang the chant of Maneros, as was tho 
custom, and slaves carried round cups of wine 
and threw garlands of flowers round tho necks of 
the guests, and poured perfume upon them, till 
the hall was flUod with swoot odours. And while 
their hearts were glad, slaves entered bearing

the ooffer, and all the guests cried out at the 
sight of its beauty. 

Then Sot stood op in hie place and said, Ho 
who lies down in this coffer and vJiora it fita, to 
that man I will give it.” Hie words were sweet 
aa honey, but in his heart waa tbo bitterucee of 
evil. 

One after one, the conspiratore lay down in 
the coffer with jests and laughter; for one it 
was too long, and for another it wam too short, 
and for a third it waa too wide, an<l for a foiirtJi 
too narrow. Then oaroo Oeiria to take liie turn, 
and he, all unsuspecting, lav down in it. At onoo 
the ooDipiratore seized the Jid and olapi>od it on; 
eomo naued it firing in its place, while others 
poured molten load into all the openings lest ho 
should breathe and live. Thus died the great 
Osirli, ho who is called Uimefor the Triumphant, 
and by bis death he entered into the Duat, and 
became King of the Dead and Bulcr of those who 
are in the West. 

The conspirators lifted the chceC, which was 
now a cofBn, and carried it to the river-banh. 
'i'hey flung it far into the water, and B&pi the 
Nile*god caught it and earned it upon his stream 
to the sea; the Great Groon Waters received it 
and the waves bore it to ByUos and lifted it into 
a tamarisk-tree that grew by the shore. Then 
the tree shot forth great bronobee and put out 
leavee and flowers to make a fit resting-place 
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for the God, and the fame of its beauty went 
throughout the land. 

In Bybloa ruled King Malkander and his wife, 
Queen Athenaie. Thoy came to the sea-shore to 
gase upon the tree, for naught could b« seen but 
IdATes and blossonxs which hid the ooflln from 
all eyes. Tlicn King Malkander gave command 
and the troo was cut down mid earned to the royal 
palace to make a pillar therein, for it was worthy 
to be used in a khig’s house. All men wondered 
at its beauty, though nenu know tliat it h^cl the 
bo^ of a God. 

!Now Teis feared Set exceedingly. His smooth 
words did not decoivo her, and slie knew of his 
enmity to Osiris, but the groat King would not 
believe in his brother's wickedness. When the 
sou] of Osiris passed from his body, at onoe fsis 
wu aware that ho was dead, tiiougii no man told 
her. She took 'her little son, whom men call 
Harpoerates or Horns the Child, and fled witli 
him to tho marshes of the Delta, end hid him in 
the city of Pd. Ancient and gray was this city 
of P6 and it stood on an island ; tlioro dwelt the 
goddess Uaaet, whom men oall also Buto and 
Latona, for she is worshipped under many names. 
Uaset toolt the child and sheltered him, and Fais 
by her divine power loosed the islend from its 
moorings, and it floated on the surface of the 
Great Green Waters, so that no man could tell 
where to find It, For she fean»3 the power of 
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Set ieet he ehould destroy the chiJd as he had 
destroyed the iathor. 

As the souls of men cannot rest until the 
funeral rites are performed and the funeral saori^ 
fieee offered, sho journeyed, solitary and alono, to 
seek the body of her hueband, and bury it a#* 
became hU greatness. Many people did she 
meet, beth men and wemen, but none had aeon 
the chest, and in this inatlor her power was of 
no avail. Then sho thought to a^k tlie ohildron, 
and at once they told her m a painted cofTer float ¬ 
ing on tim Nile. And to this day children have 
prophetio power and can declare the will of tho 
Qods and the things that ate yot for to como. 

Thus, asking always of the children, Isis camo 
to By bios, fiho sat by tho Great Green Waters, 
and the maidens of Queen Atlienois eamo to batho 
and disport themselves in tho waves. T'hon IsIh 
spoke to them and braided their hair and adjusted 
their jewels; the breath of tho Goddess was 
sweeter than tho odours of tho Land of Punt, 
and it perfumed the hair and the jewels and tho 
games ts of tho maidens. When they rotumod 
to the palace, Queen Athenais asked them whenoo 
they had obtained the perfume, and they 
answered, A woman, strange and sad. sat by 
the sea-shore when we went to bathe, and she 
braided our hair and adjusted our jewels, and 
from her came the perfume, though we know not 
how.*’ Queen Athenais went to the shore to see

the strange woman and conversed with her, and 
they spoke together as mothers speak, for each 
had a little son ; the son of Isis was far away and 
the son of Athenaia was xuito death. 

Then rose up Isis, the Mighty in Magic, the skiJ. 
ful Healer, and said, “ Bring me to your son I ** 
Together the Goddees and the Queen returned 
to the palace, and Isis took little IHktys in her 
arras and said, ‘‘ I cm make him stroiig and well 
bat in my own way will I do it, and none must 
interfero.” 

Every day Queen Athenais marveJbd at iier 
®on. i^om a Uttlo puling babe he became a strong 
and healthy child, but Isis spoke no word and 
none knew what she did. Athenais questioned 
Jior maidens, and they answered, We know not 
what she does, but this we know, that she feeds 
him not, and at night she bars the doors of the 
hall of the pillar, and piles the Are high with logs, 
and when we listen, naught can we hear but the 
twittering of a swallow/’ 

Athenais was filled with curiosity and hid her¬ 
self at night in the great hall, and watched how 
Isis barred the doors and piled the logs upon the 
fire till the flames rose high and scorching, Then, 
sitting before the fire, she made a space between 
the blazing logs, a space that glowed red and 
crimson, and iu that space she laid the child, and 
turning herself into the form of a swallow, she 
circled round the pillar, mourning and lamenting, 
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and til© lamentation was like the twittering 
of a awallow. Queen Atbenais tthrioked and 
snatched the child from the fire, and turned to 
fice. But before her stood Isis the Goddess, tall 
and terrible. 

" 0 foolish mother ! ” said Isis. “ Why didst 
thou seise the child ? But a fow days longer and 
i\X[ that is mortal in him would have boon burnt 
away, and as the Gods would lie have boon, 
immortal and for ovor young.’’ 

A great awe fell upon the Queen, for she knew 
that she looked upon one of tho Gods. In hum¬ 
blest wise she and King Malkander prayed the 
Goddess to acoopt a gift. All tho riches of Byblos 
were spread before her, but to her they were as 
naught. 

Give me.'* she said, what this pillar holds 
and I shall bo content ” At once tho workmen 
ware summoned, and tlioy took down tho pillar, 
and split it open, and lifted out the coffin. And 
Isis took sweet spices and scented bldsoms; 
these she strewed upon the pillar, then wrapped 
it in hne linen and gave it to the King and Queen. 
And all the people of Byblos worship it to this day, 
because once it held the body of a god. 

But Isis took the coffin on a boat and sailed 
away from Byblos, and when the waves of the 
river Phaedrus, lashed by the wind, threatened 
to sweep the coffin away, she dried up the water 
by her magical spells. Then, in a sofitary plac6| 
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she opened the ooflin, and, gaai ng upon the face 
of the dead God, ah$ mourned and lamented. 

Now some say that when Isis left Bybloa she 
took Piktys with her. and that he feU out of the 
boat and was drowned. Others say that the 
sound of her lamentation was so terrible in ita 
griof that his heart broke and he died. But I 
think that he remaiuod in Byblos; and because 
ho had lain in tho arms of the Divine Mother, and 
had passed through tho purifying dro, ho grew 
up to be a great and noUo King, ruling his people 
wisely. 

Then Isis hid the cofiin and sot out for the oity 
of V6, wliei'o it stood on the floating island and 
whoro lier little son Harpccrates was sale under 
the care of Uaaet, the Goddess of the North Covm* 
try. And while she was away, Set came hunting 
wild boars with hie don. He hunted by moonlight, 
for he loved the night, when all evil red thhigs 
are abroad ; and the air was fiUed with the whoop 
and halloa of the huntsman and the cries of the 
dogs as they ruehod after their (quarry. And as 
he dashed past, Set saw the painted chest, the 
colours glinting and gleaming in tho moonlight. 

At that sight, hatred and anger came upon him 
like a red cloud, and ho raged Uke a panther of 
the South. He dragged the coffln from the place 
where it was hiddw and forced it open; be 
arized the body and tore it into fourteen pieces, 
and by his mighty and divine strength he scattered 
4 
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the pieoes bhroughout tbe land of Egypt. And 
he l&agbed and &aid,'' It is not posaible to destroy 
the body of a God, but I have done what is im- 

E oseible, 1 have destroyed Osirie.’' And his 
nghier echoed acroes the world* and tboso who 
bei^ it fled trembling. 

When Isis returned, she found naught but the 
broken ccflin* and knew that Sot iiad done thin 
thing. All her eeareli was now to begin again. 
She took a little shallop made of papyrus-roeds 
lashed together, and sailed througli tlio marahon 
to look for the pieces of Osiris’ body, and all the 
birds and beasts vent with lier to help her; and 
to this day the crocodiles vill not touch a boat 
of papyrus-reeds, for they think it is the weary 
Goddess still pursuing her search, 

A mighty and a cunning enemy was horsi and 
by wisdom only could he be overcome; therefore* 
wheresoever she found a fragment of the divine 
body* she built a beautiful shrine end performed 
the funeral rites as though she liad bi\ried it 
there. But in truth she took the fragments with 
her; and when, after long wanderings, she had 
found all, by the mighty power of her magio she 
united them again as one body. For when Homs 
the Child sho^d be grown to manhood, then ho 
should 6ght with Set and avenge bis father ; and 
after he had obtained the victory Osiris should 
live again. 

But until thnt day Osiris livee in the Duat, 
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where be rules the Deed wisely wd nobiy as be 
ruled the living when oa earth. Pot though 
Home flghu with Sot and the battlea rage furi¬ 
ously, yet the decisive victory is not yet accom¬ 
plished, and Osiris has never rutumed to earth 
again. 
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THE SCORPIONS OF ISIS 

T AM Uii, the great Goddess, tho Mistroaa of Magio, 
the Specter of Spella. 

1 camo out of my bouse whioh my brother Sot 
bad glTOQ to me, for Thoth called to mo to come, 
Thotn the twice great, mighty of truth iu earth 
and in heoTen, Ho oell^, and I came forth 
when Ea descended in glory to tho western borieoti 
of heaven, and it was ovoning. 

And with me camo the seven scorpions, and 
their names wero Tofen and Bofon, Mostet and 
Mestetef, Fetet, Thetet, and Matet. Behind me 
were Tefen and Befen; on either side were Mestet 
and Mestetef; in front were Petet, Thetet, and 
Matet, clearing the way that none should oppose 
or hinder me. I called aloud to the scorpione, 
and my words rang thiougli the air and entered 
into their ears, " Beware of the Black One, call 
not the Bed One, look neither at children nor at 
any small helpleea creature. 

Then I wandered through the Land of Egypt, 
Tefen and Befen behind mo, Meetet and Mest^f 
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on either aide of me, Petefc, TheCet, and Matet 
before me; and we came to Pei-aui, where the 
crocodile is God, and to tho Town of the Two 
Sandals, which is the city ci the Twin GoddeMee. 
Here it is that the swamps and marsbce of the 
North Country begin, where there are fields of 
papyros-reods, and whore the marsh men dwell; 
from here to tho Groat Green Waters is the North 
Land. 

Then wo oamo near housee wliero the marsh* 
people dwelt, and the name of one of tlie womeu 
was “ Glory,*’ though somo called hor ** Strength ” 
also. She stood at her door, and from afar she 
saw me coming, wayworn and weary, and T wonld 
fain hare sat mo down in hor house to rest. But 
when 1 would have spoken to her, she shut the 
door in my face, for sho foared the seven soorpiom 
that wore with me. 

1 went farther, and one of tho marshwomen 
opened her door to me, ar)d in her house I lested. 
ButMestet and Mcetetef, Petet, Thetot, and Matet, 
and Befen also, they came together and laid their 
poison upon tho sting of Tefon; thus the sting of 
Xefen had sevenfold power. Then returned T^on 
to the house of the woman Glory, she who had 
closed hor door against me ; the door was still 
shut> but between it and the threshold was a 
narrow space. Through this narrow apace crept 
Tefen and entered the house, and stung with a 
sting of sevenfold power the son of the woman 
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GI 017 . So fierce and burning wa« the poison that 
the ^lld died and fire broke out in the house. 

Then the woman Glory cried and lamented, but 
no man hearkened to her, and Heaven iCaelf 
sent water upon her house. A great marvel was 
this water from Heaven, for the time of the 
Inundatiou wae not yet. 

Thus she mourn^ and lamented, and hor 
heart was full of sorrow whon she romembored Imw 
she had shut her door in my face when, weary and 
wayworn, I would have rested in her honso. And 
the sound of her grief came to my ears, and my 
heart swelled witli sorrow for hor sorrow, and I 
turned back and wont with hor to where hor dead 
child lay. 

And I, Isis, the Mistress of magio, whose voloo 
oan awake the dead, 1 called aloud the Words of 
Power, the Words that even the dead eon hear. 
And I laid my arms upon the child that 1 might 
bring back Life to the lifeless. Cold and still he 
lay, lor the sevenfold poison of Tofen was in him. 
Then did 1 speak magical spells to the poison of 
the soorpions, saying, " 0 poison of Tcfon, oomo 
out of him and fall upon the ground I Poison of 
Befen, advance nol, penetrate no farther, oome 
out of him, and fall upon the ground I For 1 am 
Isis, the great Enchantress, the Speaker of spells. 
Fall down, 0 poison of Mestet t Hasten not, 
poison of Mestotef I Rise not, poison of Petet 
and Thetet I Approach not, poison of Matet I 
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For X am Isis, the great Bnohantreas^ the Spaaker 
of speUs. The ohild shall live, the poison shall 
die i As Horus is strong and well for me» his 
mother, so shall this obild be strong and well for 
his mother I 

Thon tho child recovered, and the fire was 
quenched, and the rain from Heaven ceased. And 
the woman Glory brought ail her wealth, her 
bracelets and her neek'oruaments, her gold'worh 
and silver-work, to tho house of tho inarehwoman, 
and laid them at my feet in token of repentance 
that she bad shut the door upon me when, weary 
and wayworn, 1 had come to )icr house 

And to this day men make dough of wheat* 
flour kneaded with salt and lay it upon the wound 
made by the sting of a scorpion, and over it they 
recite the Words of Power which I recited over 
the ohild of the womau Glory when the sevenfold 
poison was in him. For 1 am Isis, the great En¬ 
chantress, tho Mistross of magic, the Speaker of 
spells.

THE BLACK PIG 

Tks reaaoQ why iho city of Vi wa^ givon to TIorus» 
I know and X will tall you. 

Between Horus an4 Bet thore is onmity and 
katred, war and battle. Ever the fight goee on 
and the eombatante rage iuriouHly^ and victory ie 
not yet declared to oitlier, though tho Coda oro 
with Home. 

Kow Set 19 ounning and ci*afty, and eceke to 
conquer by subtlety rather than by courage and 
akjll in the iray; and such posvor is his that 
can take wbat fonu be will and deoeivo both men 
and Gods. Thie is the power of Set, but the 

S ower of Horue is not the sane; for to Korus 
along righteoueness and truth; deceit and false¬ 
hood are not in him. Whoso gaaea into tho blue 
eyes of Horus can see the future refieoted there, 
and both Gods and men seek Horue to leam what 
eball come to pass. 

It came to the knowledge of Set that Ra would 
conauJt with Horua, and it seemed to him that 
an opportunity was at hand to injure Home, ao 
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he took upon himeeli the form of a Black Pia 
Pierce was his aspect, long end sharp his tuahes 
and Ins colour wa« the blackness of the thunder¬ 
cloud ; savage and evil was his look, and straok 
fear into the hearts of men. 

Then csmo the Majesty of Ra to Homs and 
spoke to him saying, “ Lot mo look iu thine oyes 
end behold wJiat is to oome.” And ho gwed into 
the eyes of HoruH, and their colour was that of 
the Great Green Waters whon the summer sky 
shines upon them. A nd while he gosed, the Blao k 
Fig passed by. 

fta knew not that it was the Evil God, and ho 
cried out to Home and said, " Look at that Blaok 
Fig I Never Imve I seen one so huge and so derce.*’ 

And Horus looked; neither did he know Set 
in this strange form, and thought it was a wild 
boar from the thiokete of the North Country. 
Thus he was off his guard and unprotected against 
his enemy. 

Then Set aimed a blow of fire at the eye of 
Horus, and Horus shouted aloud with the pam 
of the fire, and raged iuriously, and otiod, "It 
is Set, and he has smitten mo with fire on tho 
eyes.” 

But Set was no longer there, for he had con¬ 
veyed himeelf away, and the Blaok Pig was seen no 
more,^^ And Ra onrsed the pig because of Set, and 
said, “ Let the pig be an abomination to Horus. 
And to this day men sacrifice the pig when th© 
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Moon b at tbe ^lll, because Sct> the enemy of 
Horus, the murderer of Osiris, took its form 
in order to injure the blue*eyed God. And for 
this reason also ewineherds aro uncloan through* 
out the lend of Egypt; never may they ojiter 
the templce end secrifloo to the Gods, and thoir 
tfons and deughtora may not merry Nvith tho 
worshippora of tho Gods. 

And when the eyes of Horus were heeled, Ka 
gave to him tho city of Pd, and ho gavo to him 
two divine brethren in tho city of Fd, and two 
divine bretliren in tho city of Nekhen to bo witJ) 
him ae everlasting judgu. TJmn wae tho hoert 
of Horue glad and he rejoiced, and at the joy of 
Horus tho oerth bloenoined, end thundorolouds 
end rain were blotted out. 


VIII 


THK BAnXES OP HORUS 

It was ia tho tlirco liuiidrod and eixty'third yaar 
of the roign of tlio Ood Ra-Hoiakhtl upon earth 
that tlie groot war happened botwoan Horus and 
Set. 

The Majeety of the Ood Ra» whom men call 
lia'Horakhti aUoi wm in Nubia with hie anny> 
a great and innumerable multitude of soidiers, 
footmen and horsemen, archers and obariote. 
He oaroe in his Boat upon the rirer; the prow 
of the Boat was of pabn-wood, its stem was of 
acada-wood, and belauded at Thest-Hor, to the 
east of the Imrer Waters. And to him came 
Horus of HJdiu, bo whose name is Harpooner and 
Hero, seeking for tliat Wicked One, Set, the. 
murderer of Osiris. Long had he sought, but 
Set had over eluded him. 

The Majesty of Ba had gathered his forces, for 
Set had rebelled against him, and Horus was glad 
at the thought of battlo, for he bred an hour of 
fighting more than a day of rejoicing. He entered 
into the presence of Thoth, the twioe great, god 
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of n]a^o> and Thoth gave him the powar to obango 
himeeJf into a great tvinged disk, a disk that 
glowed like a ball of fire, with great winp on 
either side like the colours of the sky at sunset 
when the blue shades from dark to bght, and is 
shot with gold and flame. Men try to copy these 
hues when they earve tho wiii^d disk aboTo the 
templenloors, or make it into a breast'Oiuament of 
gold inlaid with turquoise and csrnelian and lazuli. 

Thus Homs, as a great winged di>dc, aat on tho 
prow of the Boat of Ba, and his splcndoim dnahorl 
aotoea the wators and fell upon his foos as thoy 
lay in ambush. Upon hU glorious wings ho rose 
into the air, and against his orafty enemies he 
made a curse, a curse terrible and fcarnitrlking, 
saying, Your oyes shall be blindod, and yo shall 
not see I and your cars shall bo deaf, and ye shafl 
not hear,'* 

And at ones, when each man looked at his noigli> 
hour, he saw a stranger; and when he heard his 
own familiar mother^tengue it sounded like a 
foreign language, and they cried out that they 
were betrayed, and that the enemy had come 
among them. They turned thoir weapons each 
against the other, and in the quickness of a mo- 
ment many bad ceaaed to lire, and the rest had 
fled, while over them flew the gleaming Disk 
watching for 8et. But Set was in the marshee 
of the North Country and these were but hU 
advance-guard. 
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Then Horue flew hack to Ra, and Ra embraced 
him ajid gave him a dranght of wine mixed with 
water. And to this day men poor a libation of 
wine and water to Horus at this place in remem* 
braace. When Horus had drunk the wine, he 
spoke to the Majesty of Ra and said, " Come and 
cee thine enemies, Jiow they lie overthrown in 
their blood.” Ra came, and with him came As- 
tarte, Miatresa of Horses, driving her furious 
Mteods; and tlioy saw the oorpse-strewn field 
where tho anny of Sot had ^t^n ono another. 

How this is the first onoountor in the South, 
but tho lut groat battle was not yet. 

Then tlie associates of Set oaute tcgetbex and 
took counsel, and took upon Uiomselves the like¬ 
ness of orooodlles and hippopotamuses, for tlicse 
great beasts can live under water and no human 
weapon can pierce thelc hides. They came up 
the river, tbo water swirling behind them, and 
rushed upou tlio Boat of Ra to overturn it. 
But Horus had gatJiered together his band of 
armourers and wsapon-smitns, and they had 
prepared airows and spears of metal, smelted 
and welded, hammered and shaped, with magicsd 
words and spells chanted over them. When the 
fierce beasts came up the rirer in waves of foam, 
the Followers of Horus drew their bowstrings and* 
let fly their arrows, they oast their javelum, and 
charged with their spears. And the metal 
pieroed the hidee and reached the hearts, and o

these vicked Animaln ax hundred tad Mty were 
slain> and the rest ded. 

Now this is the second encounter in the South, 
but the last great battle was not yet 

The associates of Set ded, some up the riTor 
and some down the river; their hearts were weak 
and their feet failed for fear of Horus, the Hor- 
pooner, the Hero. Ai)d those wliose faces were 
towards the South Land dod fastest, for Horus 
was at their book in the Boat of Ra; and with him 
came his FoUowers, their weapons in their handa. 

At the south-east of Dendorob, the city of 
Hathor. Horus saw the enemy, and he rushed 
upon them with his Followers, while Ra and 
Ihoth watched the conflict as they waited in the 
Boat. 

Then said tlio Majesty of Ra to Thoth, ** See, 
how be wounds hie onemiee I See, how Horus 
of Edfu carries destruction among them I ” And 
siterwards men built a shrine in this place in 
remembrance of the fight, and the Gods in tho 
shrine were Ra and Min and Horus of Edfu. 

Now this is the third eneountor in the South, 
but the last great battle was not yet. 

Then quickly they turned the Boat, and swiftly 
was it carried downstream, following the fugitives, 
whwe faces were towards the North Land For 
a night and a day they followed after, and at the 
north-east of Denderah Horus aaw them. And 
he made haste, he and his Followers, and fell 
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upon them, and slaw them. Graat and eorrible 
was the slaughter aa he drove them before him. 

Thus was destroyed Set’s army in the South 
in four great encounters, but the last great battle 
was not yet. 

Now the alllea of Set turned their f acos towards 
the lake and towa>rda the marehea of the sea. 
Horus came behind tliem in the Boat of Ra, and 
his form was the form of a groat winged ; and 
with him oamo hie Followers, their weapons in 
their hands. Then Horns commanded silence, 
and eilenee was upon tlioir moutlui. 

ITour days and four nights wore they upon tho 
water seeking tho enemy. But none did they 
dnd, for thoir foes had turned their shapes into 
the shapes of crocodiles aud hippopotamuses, and 
lay hidden in the water. On the morning of the 
fifth day Horus saw them; at once he gave battle, 
and tho air was filled with the noiso of tbe oombet, 
while Ra and X'hoth watched the conflict as they 
waited iu the Boat. 

Then tho Majesty of Ra oriod aloud when ho 
saw Horus like a devouring dame upon the battle- 
field, " See, bow be oasts his weapon against them, 
he kills them, he destroys them with bis sword, 
be outs them in pieces, he utterly defeats them I 
See and behold Horus of Edfu I ” At tbe end 
of tbe fight Horua came back in triumph and ho 
brought one hundred aud forty-two prisoners to 
the Boat of Ra. 
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N ow this is the first encounter in the North, but 
the last great battle waa not yet. 

For the enemies, who were upon the Northern 
Waters, turned their laoee towards the canal 
to reach the sea, and tliey came to the Western 
Waters of Mart, where the Ally of Set had his 
dwelling. Behind them followed Hcrus, etjuippod 
with all his glittering weapons, and he wont in the 
Boat of Ba, and Ba was in the Boat with eight of 
hie train, They were upon the Northern Canal, 
and backwards and forwards they wont, turning 
and re-tuming, but nothing did they soo or liear. 
Tlien they went northward for a night and a day 
and they came to the House of Borhn. 

There Ra spoke to Honu and eaid, " Behold, 
thy enemies are gathered together at tho Weetem 
Waters of Mert, where dwell the Allies of Set.” 
And Homs of Edfu prayed the Majeety of Ra to 
come in his Boat against the Allies of Set. 

Again they trav^ed to the northwards, where 
the nevoT'ietting Stars wheel round a certaui point 
in the sky, and on the banks of the Western Waters 
of Mert were the Allies of Set, rea^ for battle. 
Then Horus of Edfu delayed not a moment, but 
rushed upon the foe, a^ with came his 
Followers, their weapons in their hands. Death 
and doatruction they dealt to right and to left 
the enemy fled before them. When the con¬ 
flict was oTer, they counted the prisoners ; three 
hundred and eighty-oue were token, and these 
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HoruB slew before the Boat of Ba, and th »ir 
weapons he gave to his Followers. 

Now this is the second encounter in the North, 
hut the last great battle was not ;^t. 

And now, at last, Set himself oazne forth from 
bis hiding-place. Fierce and savage he is, 
ounning and oruel; In his nature like a beast of 
prey, wi^out ruth or pity; end men make his 
image with the head of a wild beast, for huoia>n 
feeling is to turn unknown. From liis hiding- 
place he came forth and he roared terribly. The 
earth and the heavens trembled at the sound of 
his roaring and at the words which be uttered, for 
he boasted that he would himself fight against 
Horus and destroy him as he had destroyed Osiris. 

The wind bore the words of his boasting to 
Ba, and Ka said to Thoth the twice great, Lo:^ 
of Magic and Wisdom, Cause that these high 
words of the Terrible One be oast down.'* 

Then Horus of Edfu sprang forward and rushed 
at his enemy, and a great fight raged. Horus 
cast his weapon and killed many, and his Followers 
fought also and proraiJed. Out of the dust and 
the noise of the combat came Horus, dragging 
a prisoner; and the oaptivo^s arms wore bound 
behind him, and the staff of Horus was tied susroes 
his mouth so that be could make no sound, and 
the weapon of Horus wae at his throat. 

Horus dragged him before the Majesty of Ba. 
And Ra spoke and said to Horus, t>o with him 
0 
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M them wilt.” Then Horua fell upon hxs enemy, 
and Btrnok the weepon into his heLd and into Ms 
hick, and cut off his head, and dragged the body 
about by the ieet, and at iMt be out the body into 
pieoee. Thus did be treat the body of his oAvor- 

S aa Set had treated the body of Osiris. This 
place on the seventh day of the first month 
of the season when the earth appears after the 
inundation. And the lake is call^ the Lake of 
Pighiing to this day. 

Now this is the third encounter in the North, 
but the last great battle was not yot. 

For it was the Ally of Set whom Horua had 
slain, and Set himself was still alive, and ho ragod 
against Horus as a panther of the South. And 
be stood up and roared in the faoo of heaven, and 
hU voioe was the voice of thunder, and as he 
roared bo changed himself into a great snake, and 
entered into the earth. None saw Mm go and 
none saw Mm change, but he was fighting against 
the Gods, and by their power and ^owlMge arc 
they aware of what comes to pass, though no man 
tells them. And Ba said to Horus, Set has 
transformed himself into a hissing sn^e and has 
entered the earth. We must cause that he never 
oomes forth ; never, never no more I ” 

The associates of Set took courage, knowing 
that their leader was alive, and they assembled 
again, and their boats filled the canal. The Boat 
of Ba went against them, and above the Boat 
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shone the glory of the great winged Disk. When 
Horus saw the enemy gathered together in one 
place, he drove at them and routed them and slew 
them without number. 

Now this ia the fourth encounter in the North, 
but the laat great battle wu not yet. 

Then Home of Edfu remained in the Boat of 
Ba upon the canal for six days and six nighte, 
watoUng for the enemy, but ho saw none, for they 
lay as oorpiea in tlie water. 

And to this day men make oeremonics in re* 
membranoo of tlio Battles of Horua on the drst 
day of the first month of tlie inundation, on the 
aoventh day of the first month of the appearing 
of the earth alter the Inundation, and on the 
twenty*fint and tweaty«fouith days of the second 
month of tho earth's appearing. These days 
are kopt holy at AsUaht, whloh is at the south 
side of Anrudef, where is one of the graves of 
Osiris. And Isla mado magical spoils round 
Anrudef that no enemy might oome near it; and 
the priofltcea of Anrudef is called *‘The Lady of 
Spells ” to this day in romembranee ; and the 
waters are called ‘*The Waters of Seeking,” for 
there it was that Horus sought for his foa 

And Horue sent out hie Followers, and they 
bunted down the enemy, and brought in prisoners; 
one hundred and six the Eset and one hun* 
dred and six from the West. These they slew 
before Ra in the sanctuaries. 
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Then Ha gave to Horus and hia fighters two 
citiee wiucb are called theMeseii'OJtice to this day, 
for the Followers of Horus are Meeonti, the MetaU 
worhers. In the shrines of the Heeen-oitiea Horus 
is the God, and his secret ceremoniee are held on 
four days in the year. Great and holy ore these 
clays in the Meaen-oitiea, for they are in remem* 
branoe of the Battles of Horus which he fought 
against Set, the murderer of Osiris. 

Now these enemies, tboy gathered again in ihb 
East, and they travelled towards Tharu. Then 
wea launched the Boat of E a to follow after them, 
and Horus of Edfu transformed himself into the 
likeness of a lion with the face of a man; his arms 
were like dint, and on his head was the Atef-crown, 
which is the white diadem oi the South Land with 
feathers and horns, and on either side a orownod 
serpent. And he hastened after bis enemies, and 
defeated them, and brought of prisoners one 
hundred and forty-two. 

T ben said Ra to Horus of Edfu,' * Let ua j ourney 
northwards to the Great Green Waters, and emlto 
the foe there as we have smitten him in Egypt.” 

Northwards they went, and the enemy fled 
before them, and they reached the Great Green 
Waters, where the waves broke on the shore 
with the noise of thunder. Then Thoth arose and 
he stood in the midst oi the Boat, and he chanted 
strange words over the boats and barges of Horus 
and bis Folio wen, and the sea feU calm as the 
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sound of the fiords hoated across its waTss. And 
there was silence on the Qntt Green Waters, for 
the wind was lulled, and naught was in sight save 
the boats of Ra and of Homs. 

Then said the Hajeety of Ra, Let os sail rotuxd 
the whole extent of the land, let us sail to the South 
Land." And the^ knew that Ra was aware of 
the enemy. They made haste and sailed to the 
South l^rvd by night, to the country of Ta-ksns, 
and they cante to the town of Shale, but until 
they reached Shall they saw naught of any 
enemy. Now ShaTs Is on the border of Nubia, 
and in Nubia wero the guards of the enemy. 

Then Homs of £dfu changed himsoU into a great 
winged Disk with gloaming pinions outspread, 
and on either side of him came the goddesses 
Nekbbet and Uazet, aird their form was the form 
of great hooded snakes with orowus upon their 
beads \ on tho head of Kekhbet was the wbito 
orown of the South Land, on the heed of Uazet 
was the red orown of the North Land. 

And the Gode in tho Boat of Ra cried aloud and 
said, '* See, 0 Thou who art twice great, he has 

E laced himself between tho two goddesses. Be- 
old how be overthrows bis advoreariee and 
destroys them.*^ 

Now this is the encounter in Nubia, but the 
last great battle was not yet. 

Thra camo Ba In hie Boat and he moored at 
Xhest-Hor, and be gave commandment that in 
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erory iempi© throughout the Two Laad^ men 
should oarvo the Wingod Disk, and on the r^ht 
and left of the Disk should be Nekbbet and Uazet 
as groat hooded snakes with orowTis upon their 
hea^. And the temple at the point of Thest- 
Hor is called The House of Horus in the South *’ 
to this day in remembrance, and a great offoring 
is made there to Ba and Homs. And Ba gaye 
to Horus the pteyinco of the House of Fighting, 
and Ast-Abt, and the Mosen-citioa of the East 
and the West, and Edfu of tho North, and Thm, 
and Oauti, and the Sea of Sailing, and Upper 
Shasu, and EdfU'of'the>HouBO’OM^ And from 
tho lake south of Edfu-of-tho-Houso-of-Ba they 
bring water to tlie two Houses of the lOne on the 
day of tho Ssd^f estlyal. And Isis carried Ar-stone 
of sand to Theat-Hor—Ar-stone of the Star wae it; 
and in every place in the South Land to which 
Horus went, there is Ar-stone found to this day. 

Now some say that the last great battle is still 
to oome, and that in the end Horus will kill Set, 
and that Osiris and all the Gods will reign on earth 
when their enemy is utterly destroyed. But 
others say that the battle is already endod and 
that Horus slew the great wid wicked Foe who 
had wrought misery and calamity to all. 

And this is what they say: After months and 
years Horus the Child grew to manhood. Then 
came Set with bisallies, and he challenged Horus 
in the presence of Ra. And Horus came forth, 
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his Poliowers with him in th«ir boats, with their 
armour, and their glittering weapcma with handles 
of worked wood, and their cords, and their epeers, 

And Isis made golden ornaments for the prow 
of the boat of Horus, and she laid them in their 
places with magic words and spsils, saTing, 

Gold is at the prow of thy boat, O Lord of 
Mesen, Homs, Chief tain of the boat, the great 
boat of Horus, the boat of rejoioing, May the 
valour of Ba, the strength of Shu, power and fear 
be around thee. Thou art victorious, 0 son of 
Osiris, eon of Isis, for thou flghtest for the throne 
of thy father, 

Then Set took upon himself the form of a red 
hippopotsmus, great and mighty, and be came 
from the South Land with bis Allies, travelling 
to the North Land to meet Horus of Edfu, And 
at Elephantine, Set stood up and spoke a great 
curse against Horus of Edfu and against Isis, and 
said, Let tboro come a great wind, even a furious 
north^wind and a raging tempest ” ; and the sound 
of his voice was like thunder in tbs East of the 
sky. His words were cried from the southern 
heaven and rolled back to the northern heaven, 
a word and a cry from Set, the enemy of Osiris 
and the Goda. 

At once a storm broke over the boats of Horns 
and his Followers, the wind roared, and the water 
was lashed into great waves, and the boats were 
tossed like straws, But Home held on his way; 
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and through the darkneas of the storm and the 
foam of the vavee gleamed the golden prow like 
the rays of the sun. 

And Horus took upon himself the fonn of a 
young man ; hia height wae eight cubits ; in bis 
hand bo held a harpoon* the blade woe io\ir cubits, 
the shaft twenty oubite* and a chain of sixty oubite 
was welded to it. 0 tot his head ho brandished t ho 
weapon as though it were a reed, and he launched 
it at the groat rod liippopotamus which stood 
in the deep waters, ready to deetroy Horus and 
his PoIIowere when tho storm should wreck their 
boate.'* 

And at the first east the weapon struck deep into 
the head of the groat red hippopotamus and 
entered tho brain. Thus died Set* that great 
and wicked One, the enemy of Osiris and the 
Qods. 

And to this day the priests of Horus of Edfu, 
and the King’s daughters, and the women of 
Buauis and the women of F6 chant a hymn and 
strike the drum for Horus in triumph. 

And this is their song: *'Rejoice, 0 women 
of Buslris I Rejoice, 0 women of Fd! Horus 
has OTeithrown his enemies I 

" Exult* dwellers in Edfu I Homs, the great 
Qod, Lord of heaven, has smitten the enemy of 
his father I 

” Eat ye the f esh of the vanquished, drink ye 
his blood, burn ye his bones in the fiame of the 
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fin. Let him be out in pieced, and let his bones 
be given to the cats, the fragments of him to the 
reptiles. 

'* 0 Boras, the Striker, the great One of Valour, 
the SJayer, the Chief of (he Gods, the Harpooner, 
the Hero, the only begotten, Captor of captives, 
Horae of £dfu, Horae the Avenger I 
**Hohas destroyed the wicked One, he has 
made a whirlpool with the blood of his enemy, 
Ills shaft ha« made a prey. Behold ye, see yo 
Horus at the prow of hie boat. Like Ra, he shines 
on the horizon. He is decked in green linen, in 
binding linen, in fine linen and byssus.' The 
double diadem is upon thy Lead, the two serpenta 
upon thy brow, 0 Horus the Avenger I 
'*Thy harpoon is of metal, the shaft is of the 
syoomote of the desert, the net is woven by 
Hatlior of the Rosos. Thou hast aimed to the 
right, thou heat oast to the left. We give praise 
to thee to the height of heavon, for thou bast 
chained the wickedness of thine enemy. We 

S 've praise to thee, we worship thy majesty, 0 
orus of Edfu, Horus the Avenger I *’ 


IX 

THE BEER OF HELIOPOLIS 

Now tbe Mftjoflty of Ra roigned over tlio Two 
Lauda. Ho waa tho aocond king of Egypt, and 
in his «ign peace was on earth, and harvoato 
were ao plentiful that to thia day men apoalc of 
the good thiflga which "happened in the timo 
of Ra." By his own'power ho created himself, 
and be created heaven and earth, gods and men, 
end he ruled over them oU. 

For hundreds and hundreds of years he ruled 
until be waxed old, and men no longer feared him, 
but laughed and said, “ Look at ^ I He is old, 
bis bones are like silver, his fiesh like gold, and 
bis hair like true lapis lasuli.” 

Then Ba was wr^ when ho heard their jeets 
and their laughter, and he called to those who 
were in bis train, "Summon hither my daughter, 
the apple of my eye, and summon alM tho gods 
Shu and Tefnut, Qeb and Nut, and the great 
god Nun, whose dwelling is in the waters of the 
sky. Do my bidding secretly leet men should 
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bear yon and see you, for then would they be 
afraid and bide tbemeelTee,*’ 

In seoret went the meesengers, very softly they 
came to summon the gode and goddesses. 8e< 
cretly and softly came the gods and goddessee to 
the Mansion of Ra in the Hidden Plaoe. Naught 
did men see or hear; and they laughed again at 
Ra, not knowing the punishment that should 
fall upon them. 

On each side of the throne came the gods and 
goddesses, and they bowed before the Majesty 
of Ra with their forehesdi to the ground, saying, 
" Speak that we may hear.” 

Then said Ra to Nun, the ^at god whose 
dwelling is in the waters ot the Ay, ” 0 eldest of 
the gods and all ye ancesto^gods 1 Behold the 
men whom 1 have created, how they speak ag^nst 
me. Tell me what ye would that I imould do to 
them, for verily I not slay them till I have 
heard yonr words.” 

And Nun, the great god whose dwelling is in 
the waters of the sky, made answer, ”My son 
Ra, greatest of gods, mightiest of kings, thy 
throne is set fast, and thy fear will be upon all 
the world when thou ssndest out thy daughter, 
the apple of thine eye, against those who attack 
thee-^ 

The Majesty of Ra spoke again, ” Lo, they 
will dee to the deserts and the mountuns and 
hide themselves, if fear falls upon their hearts 
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on account of the!r jests and laughter; and in 
the deeerts and mountains none can find them/* 

Then said the gods and goddesses, bowing be< 
fore him with their foreheads on the ground, 

Send forth thy dauglnor, the apple of thine eye. 
against them.*’ 

And at once there came the daughter of Ua. 
Sakhmet is she called»and Hathor, fiercest of tho 
goddesses; like a Uou slic ruslios on her prey, 
slaughter is her dcIigUt> and her pleasure is in 
blood. 

At her father's bidding sho ontcrod tho Two 
Lands to slay those who bad rebelled against the 
Majesty of Ra, and had turned their robolliou 
to jest and laughter. In tho land of IVcnery 
she killed them, and on the mountains which lie 
to the east and west of the great river. To and 
fro she hastened, slaying oJl who crossed her 
path, and before her fied the rcboU against Ea. 

And Ba looked forth upon tho earth and cried 
to his daughter, the apple of his eye, Come in 
peace, 0 Hathor ( Hast thou done that which 
I gave thee to do ? *’ 

And Hathor laughed as she answered, and her 
laugh was the terrible voloe of the Uonees as sho 
tears her prey. " By thy life, 0 Ea/’ she cried, 
work my will upon men, and my heart la* 
Joices/* 

For many nights the river ran red, and the 
goddess waded in tho blood of men, and her feet 
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were red os she strode through the land of Egypt 
aa far as Henen-seten. 

Then Ra loohed forth upon the earth again, 
and bis heart was filled with pity for man, though 
they had rebelled against him, But none could 
stop the ruthless goddess, not even the Majesty 
of Ra himself; of herself must she cease Co slay, 
for neither go^ nor men could compel her, By 
subtlety alone could this be accomplished. 

Ea gave Qommand, saying, " Call hither to me 
messengers who a^e swift os the blast of the stomi 
wind/’ And when they were brought, he said, 
" Run to Elephantine, hasten, go quickly, and 
bring back to mo the fruit that causea sleep. 
Be swift, be swift, for all this must be acoom* 
pushed ere the day dawn.” 

The raesseDgers hastened, and their speed was 
the speed of a blast of the storm-wind. They 
came to Elephantine, where the great river rages 
among the rooks that bar its passage; they took 
the fruit that causes sleep, and with the fleetness 
of the wind they brought it to Ra, Crrnison 
and scarlet was the fruit, and its juice was the 
colour of man’s blood; and tho mesaengore 
carried to it HoliopoUs, tho city of Ra. 

Then the women of Heliopolis crushed barley 
and mode boor, and with the beer they mixed the 
juice of the fruit that causes sleep, and the beer 
became the colour of blood. Seven thousand 
measures of boar did they make, and in haste 
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they btexped it, for the night waa drawing to a 
close and the day vaa about to break. In baete 
came the Majesty oi Ra, and all the gods and 
goddesses, who were with him, to Heliopolis 
to inspect the beer. Ea saw that it was like 
human blood, and he said, " Very good is this 
beer. By this I can protect mankind/^ 

At the dawning of the day, he gave command, 
** Carry this beer to the place where men and 
women have been ebin, and pour it out upon tlie 
Helds before the beauty of the night has passed. 
So they poured it out upon the fields- Pour 
palms deep it lay upon the ground, and Its colour 
was the colour of blood. 

In the morning came the fierce Sekhmot, ready 
to slay, and as she passed by she looked to this 
side and that, watolung for her prey. But no 
living thing did she see, only the fields that lay 
four palms deep in the beer that was the colour 
of blood. Then she laughed with the laugh like 
the roar oi a lioness, for she thought it was the 
bbod she bad shed. And she stooped and drank. 
Again and again she drank, and she laughed the 
more, for the juice of the frtut that causes sleep 
mounted to her brain, and no longer could she 
see to slay by reaeon of the juice of that fruit. 

Then the Majesty of Ra said to her, Come 
in peace, 0 sweet one.*’ And to this day the 
maidens of Amu are called Sweet Onee ” in 
remembrance. 
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And the Majesty of Ra spoke again to the 
goddess, sa;^g, ‘*For thee shall be prepared 
dtiuks from the fruita that cause sleep; eyery 
year shall these be made at the great Festival of 
the New Year, and the number of them shall be 
according to the number of the priestesses who 
serve me.” 

And to this day, on the festival of Hathor, 
drinks are made of the fruits that cause sleep, 
according to the number of the priestesses of Ra, 
in retnembranoe of the protection of mankind 
from tho fury of the goddess.

THE NAME OP RA 

Nov the MaiMty of Ba wm tho oroator of hoayen 
and eurtb, of go^» nieu» and oattlo, of fire, and the 
breath of life; and ho ruled over goda and men. 
And Isia saw hia night» the might that rooohed 
over heaven and earth, before which all gods 
and men bowed ; and she longed in her heart 
for that power^ that thereby she should be 
greater than the gods and have dominion over 
men. 

There was but one way to obtain that power. 
By the luiowledge of his own name did Ba rule, 
and none but himself knew that secret name. 
Whosoever could learn the secret, to that one 
^od or man—would belong the dominion over 
aQ the world, and even Ra himself must he in 
subjection. Jealously did Ba guard bis secret, 
and kept it ever in bis breast, lest it should be 
taken nom him, and his power diminished. 

Every morning Ba came forth in his glory at 
the be^ of his train from the horizon of the 
East, journeying across the sky, and in tho 
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ovening ihcy came to the horizon of the W«t, 
and the Majeefcy of Ra sank in his glory to lighten 
the thick darkness of the Duat, Many, many 
times had Ba made the journey, so many times 
that now he had waxed old. Very aged was 
Ra, and the saliva ran down from his mouth 
and fell upon the oarth. 

Then Isis took earth and mixed it with the 
saliva, and she kneaded the clay and moulded it, 
and formed it into the shape of a miake, the shape 
of the Breat hooded snake that is the emblem of 
all godaeswft, the royal serpent which is upon the 
brow of tho Kings of Egypt, No charms or magic 
spells did alio \uo, for in tlie snake was the divine 
substance of Ra himself. She took the snake and 
laid it hidden in the path of Ba, the path on whioli 
he travdlod m journeying from tho eastern to the 
western horizon of heaven. 

' In the morning came Ea and his train in their 
glory journeying to the western horizon of heaven, 
whore they enter the Duat and iighteii the thick 
darkiiosi. And the serpent shot out its pointed 
head which was shape<l like a dart, and Its fangs 
sank into the flesh of Ra, and the H re of its poison 
entered into the God, for the divine substance 
was in the serpent. 

Ba oried aloud, and his ory rang through the 
heavens from the eastern to the western horizon; 
aoras the earth it rang, and gods and men alike 
heard the cry of Ra. And the gods who follow 
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in his traiu s&id to him, What aileth thee 1 
What aileth thee ? 

But Ra answered neyer a word, be trembled in 
all his limbs, and his teeth chattered, and naught 
did ho say, for the poison spread over hie body 
as Hapl spreads over the land, when the waters 
riee above their banka at the time oi the ot 67< 
flowing of the river. 

When be had beaome calm, he called to thoeo 
whof^lowed him and said, Como to mo, ye whom 
1 created. I am hurt by a grievous thing. I feci 
it, though 1 see it not, neither is it the creation of 
my han^, and 1 know not who has made It. 
Kevei, never have I felt pain like this, never, 
never has there been an injury worse than this. 
Who can hurt mo ? For none know my secret 
name, that name which was spoken by my fatlier 
and by my mother, and hidden in me that none 
might work wltohcraft upon me. I came forth 
to look upon the world which 1 bod made, I 

f aseed across the Two Lands when something— 
know not what^struok me. la it Are t Is it 
water 1 I bum, I shiver, 1 tremble in all my 
)jml». Call to me the ohildron of the gods, they 
who have skill in healii^, they who have know¬ 
ledge of magic, they whose power reaches to 
heaven.’' 

T hen come all the gods with weeping and monm- 
ing and lamentations; their power was of no avail 
against the serpent, for iu it the divine substance 
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was incorporated. With them came leis the 
Healer» the Mistress of Magic, in whose month is 
the Breath of Life, whose words destroy disease 
and awake the dead. 

She spoke to the Majesty of Ra and said. 
“ What is this, 0 divine Pather 1 what is this I 
Has a snake brought pain to theel Has the 
creation of thy hand hftod up its head agaiuet 
thee ? Lo, it shall bo overthrown by tho might 
of my in agio, 1 will drive it out by means of thy 
glory,” 

Then the KajoRty of Ba answered, ” I pawod 
along the appointed path, I crossed over the Two 
Lands, when a se^ut that 1 saw not struck me 
with its fangs. Was it fire t Was it water I 
I am odder than water, I am hotter than firo. 
I tremble in all my limbs, and the sweat runa 
doWb my faoo m <£own the faces of men in tbe 
fierce heat of avunmer." 

And Isis spoke agaiQ, and her voice was low and 
soothing, ” Tell mo Name, 0 divine Pather, 
thy true Name, thy secret Name, for he only 
can live who is call^ by his name.” 

Thon the Majesty of Ba answered, ” 1 am tbe 
Maker of heaven and earth, 1 am the Estabiisher 
of the mountains, 1 am the Creator of the waters, 
1 am the Maker of tho secrets of the two Horizons, 

I am Light and 1 am Darkness, I am the Maker 
of Hours, the Creator of Days, I am the Opener of 
Festivals, I am tbe Maker of running streams, 
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I am thb Oreator cf living flame. 1 am Kbepera 
in the momiug, Ba at noontide, and Atmu in the 
evening.'' 

But Tflia held her peoeo; never a word did she 
Bpee.h, for ebo knew that Ea lied told her the 
namee that all men know ; hia true Name, hie 
secret Name, was atill hidden in hia breast. And 
the power of the poison inoreaeed, and ran through 
his veins like burning flame. 

After a silenoo ahe apoke again. Tby Name* 
thy true Name, tby secret Name, was not among 
those. Tell me thy Name that the poison may 
be driven out, for only he whose name 1 Icnow 
can be healed by the might of my magio." And 
the power of the poison inereosad, and the pain 
was as tbo pain of living Are. 

Then the Majesty of Ba cried out and s^d, 
" Let Iflis come with me, and lot my Naroe pass 
from my breast to her breaet." 

And he hid himself from the ^ds that followed 
in his train. Empty was the ^at of the Kun, 
empty was the great throne of the Ood, for Ba 
bad hidden himself from his Followers and from 
the oreatioos of hie hands. 

When the Name came forth from the heart of 
Ba to pass to the heart of Isis, the goddess spoke 
to Ba and said.Bind thyself with an oath, 0 
Ba, that thou wftt give thy two eyes unto Horus.” 
Now the two Eyes of Ba are the aun and the moon, 
and men call them the Eyc< of Horus to this day. 
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Thua waa the Namo of Ba takon from Hjw and 
given to lela, and ahe, the great Bnohautress, orled 
aloud the Word of Power, and the poison obeyed, 
and Ra was healed by the might of lus Name. 

And Isia, the great One, Mistress of the Gods, 
Mistress of magic, she is the skilful Heaiw, in 
lier mouth is the Breath of Life, by her words she 
destroys pain, and by her power she awakes the 
dead. 



XI 

THIS REGIONS OF NIGH'l AND THICK 
DARKNESS 

Wkik the world oamo into Ixing, tlioro woro two 
rivoTe> the rirer of Egypt aud tlio river of the 
sky. Greet is the Kilo, the river of Kgypt» rising 
in his two eeverns in the South beyond tlio 
ostarsot* floo cling the lend ol Egypt and bringiDg 
joy and good harvests to I'a^mory. Groat and 
mighty is the river of the shy, flowing aeross the 
heavens and through the I)aat> the world of 
night and ol thick darkness, and on that river 
floats the Boat of Ro. Boat of Millions of Years 
is its name, but men call it the Manaet Boat in 
the dawn» when Ea risee in splendour on tho 
eastern boriacn of heaven; the Mosektot Boat 
is it colled in tho evening, when Ra enters in glory 
within the portals of the Duat, whore the moun* 
tain of Monu lifts its peaks to the western sky. 
On the western horizon is tho moimtain of Manu. 
and on the eastern horizon the mountain of 
B^^khn: vast and huge are they, raising their 
orests above the earth, and the sky rests upon 
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tlisir summite. And on tbe topmost peak ol the 
mountain of Bakbu dwells a serpent; thirty 
oubite in len^h is he, and hie ecalce are of dint 
and of glittering metal. Ee gua:^ the mountain 
and the Great Greon Waters, and none oan pass 
by him save Ra in his Boat, 

III the evening Ra deseends in majesty to the 
Western horizon oi heaven, to the portals d 
the Duat at the Gap of Abydos. Splendid is the 
Meeektet Boat, glorious its trappings, and its 
oolouTS are oi amothyst and em^d, jasper and 
iuiquoiao, lazuli and the lustre of gold. At the 
Gap oi Abydoe waits a company of gods to prepare 
the Boat for the journey through the Duat, tho 
land of night and of thiok darkneea. Stripped is 
the Boat of its splendour, bare and without glory 
is it when it passes through the portsds of the Duat, 
and in it is tho body of Ra, lifdess and dead. 

Then the gods take the great towing-ropes; 
slowly the Boat moves along the river. The 
portals of the Duat are flung wide, and tho twelve 
goddesses of the night take their place upon the 
Boat to guide it ^ough the gloom and perils 
of the Duat; pilots of the river are they, and 
without them not Ra himself could pass through 
unscathed. 

“ Watercourse of Ra is the name of the first 
country of the Duat. Sombre is this land, yet not 
wholly dark; for on either aide the river are six 

serpents, coiled and areet, and the 
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bnatb of ihw inouths is a flame of fire. In the 
cabin of the Boat is Ba, dead and lifeless; in 
the prow are Up-naut, the Opener of the Ways, 
and Sa» and the goddess of the hour. Round about 
the cabin are a company of gods; these arc they 
vho guard Ra from all perils and dangers, and 
from the attack of the al:^oininablo Apop. 

Slowly gocA Iho Boat of Ra» palling through 
the Oust, to regions of thick darkness, of horror 
and dismay, where the dead bavothoir habitations, 
and Apep lies in wait for tho ooming of Ra. 
XbuB passes the flret hour of the night, and the 
second hour is at hand. 

At the entrance of every country of tlie Bust 
is a gate ; tall are tho wails, and narrow is tho 
passage; upon tho walls are spearheads, sharp 
and pointed, that no man may climb over. The 
door of the gate la of wood, turning on a pivot, 
and a monstrous snake guards the door. None 
may pass by him savo those only to whom bis 
name is known. At the turn of tho passage are 
two great hooded snakes, the one above, tho 
other below. The Ineath of their mouths is firo 
and poison mingled; through the narrow portal 
on every aide th^ send forth atroame of flame 
and venom. At either end of the passage stands 
a warder, keeping watch. 

Then the goddess of the flrst hour makes way 
for the goddesa of the second hour, and she oalU 
aloud the name of the Guardian of the gate. 
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Filing wide are the portals, the fire and poison 
cease, and the Boat of Ra passes through. 

“ Ur-nee ” do we name this second oonntiy of 
the Duat, bub the Hanobu and tboee who inhabit 
the isles of the Great Green Waters oah it Ouranoe. 
The river ia wide and beats on its dark waters 
four shallops; no oars have they, neither maate 
not rudders, but fioat upon the stream and are 
oarried by the current. Mysterious and strange 
are they, and the shadowy shapes which fill them 
have forms like the fonns of men. In this country 
Ea is Lord and King, and those who live here are 
in peace, for none con pass the great hooded snakes 
who guard the gates, whoso broath is mingled 
dame and venom. Happy are those who inhabit 
this land, for here dw^ the spirits of the oom, 
Besa and Nopra and Tepu-yn. These are they 
who mako the wheat and barley to flourish and 
cause t)ie fruits of the earth to increase. 

Slowly goes the Boat of Ra, passmg through 
the Duat, through regions of thick darkncee, of 
horror and dismay, where the dead have their 
habitation, and Apep lies in wait for the coming 
oi Ea. Thus passes the second hour of the night, 
and the third hour is at hand. Then the godSess 
of the second hour makes way for the goddess of 
the third hour, and she calls aloud the name of 
the Guardian of the gate. Flung wide are the 
portals, and the Boat of Ra passee through. 

Watercourse of the only God ” is the name of 
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tbo third country of the Duat, aud here in the 
beautiful Amantet ifl the Kingdom of Odiris. On 
either side the riTer are the groat shapoa of the 
gods eurrounding the form of Osirle bimseli. 
Bntbroned ia he, appearing in splondour as kiog, 
with the White Crown of the South Land and 
the Bed Crown of the North Land upon hie head. 

Great is Osiris, god of the dead, for all who die 
oome before him for judgment, and their hearts 
are weighed in the balance against the foatlior of 
Truth. Hie throne ia sot upon a ruuuing stream, 
ole&r and deep, and from tlm waters risoa a single 
lotus'bloesom, the oelour of the sky at morning, 
Upon the blossom stand the four Children of 
Korus, (bey who assist Osiris at the Judgment, 
who protect the bodies of (be dead. To tlicm 
belong (he South and tho North, the West and 
the East, and the four great goddesses are their 
proteotors. They stand upon the lotus*blosaom 
and their faces are towards Osiris; tlio first has 
the face of a man, (be second the face of an ape, 
the third tho face of a jackal, and (he fourth the 
face of a bird of prey. This is the hour which 
tvil-doers fear; by their own actions are they 
judged, aud naught oan aToil (hem, Heavy is 
tho heart of the ovil*doer and drags down tho 
'^cale: lower and lower it sinks (ill it reaohee the 
jaws oi Amemt, tho Devourer of Hearts. Then 
is (he evil'doe; driven forth into the thick dark¬ 
ness of (he Duat, to dwell wiiih (he abominable 
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Apep and to fall at last into the Pits of 
Pire- 

But somo tLoro aro who ba7d vzougbt right' 
OQueness upon earth; who haye hurt no man 
by fraud or violoaco; who have suoconred the 
widow, the orphan, and the ehipwrecked mariner; 
who have given food to the hungry and clothes 
to the naked; who hare not stirred up strife, 
nor caused the shedding of tears. ‘When these 
come to the Judgment oi Osiile, and their hearts 
are put in the balanoo, then is the feather of TrutJi 
the heavier. The s^o with the feather sinks 
down, and the scale with the heart rises up. 
Then does Thoth, the twiee-great. take the heart 
and place it again in the hreast of the man, and 
Horus takes him by the hand and leads him to the 
foot of the throne of Osiris that hs may dwell in 
the kingdom of Osiris for over and for evermore. 
And now only oan be see the most pure and truly 
holy Osiris, for the souls of men ate not able to 
participate of the divine nature whilst they are 
encompassed about with bodies and passions. . . . 
When they are freed from those impediments 
and remove into those purer and unseen regions 
. . . *tis then tliat this God bocemes their 
Leader and King; upon him they wholly depend, 
still beholding without satiety, and still ardently 
longing after that beauty, w&h ’tis not possible 
for man to express or think. * 

* yiutsnli, D* /nde tf Ofiridt (S^uUs’s truulatiofi). 
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Slowly goes tlid Boat of Ba> psssiag tlirough 
thd Duat» to rsgione of thick darkness^ of horror 
dismay, whoro tho ahonimablo Apop lies in 
wait ior the coming of Ka, and whero tho Pits of 
Fire are prepared for the wicked. Thne passes 
the third hour of the night, and the fourth hour 
is at hand. Then tho goddoHS of tho third hour 
makes way for tho goJdoss of tlio fourth liour, 
and she calls aloud tho nasno of tho Guardian 
of the gate. Flung wide arc tiio portals, and tho 
Boat of Ra passes through. 

*' Living one of forms *' is tlic name of the fourth 
country of the Buat. and Sokar has dominion 
in this Ian d. Dreary is tho woeto of sand, li mitlees 
tho desert, gloomy and somhre tho landscape. No 
biado of grass is seen, no troo, no herbage; naught 
grows, naught lirse, save monstrous many-hoaded 
serpents,gliding along the ground or creeping upon 
legs. Terrible are they of aspect os they writhe 
and turn and hiss and roar; they raise their 
hideous crests on high and hold their dusky wings 
outspread, But their anger is not towards Ra, 
and be passes safely through their midst. 

Engulied is the groat river and lost beneath 
the shiftiDg sands, and where it ran is now a deep 
ravine. The walls of rook rise high and stoop, 
and ever the way winds and turns between the 
rocks. Men call this place Re^Btau, the Mouth 
of the Tomb. Even in this gloomy desert Osiris 
has dominion » Lord of Ko-stau is he called, there* 
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foro nond need fe^r when traveramg the narrow 
path. And now the Boat of Ra can no longer 
float upon the water, but ia changed into a great 
and nugbty serpent with glittering scales. At 
the prow is a serpent^a head with eyes watchful 
and fierce, at the stem ie a serpent's head with 
poison'fanga prepared. Over the sand it glides 
oa a boat glides over the water. 

Slowly goes the Boat of Ra, passing through the 
Duat, through regions of thick darkness, of horror 
and dismay, to the place where Apep lies in wait 
for the coming of Ra. Thus passes the fourth hour 
of the night, and the fifth hour is at band. Then 
the goddess of the fourth hour makes way for the 
goddess of the fifth hour, and she calls e^ud the 
name of the Guardian of the gate. Flung wide are 
the portals, and the Boat of Ra passes through. 

Hidden ” is the name of the fifth country 
of the Duet, and in this dark and gloomy region 
dwells Sokar, Its Lord and King, god of those 
who arc buried, Beside a turn ^ the winding 
way is his dwelling deep below the ground; above 
it rises a high mountain of sand. Guarding it 
on either side are two sphinxes; lions arc they in 
their bodies, with the faces of men ; and their 
•claws are outstretched like the talons of a beast 
of prey. In the midst lies a serpent with three 
heads, and between bis wings stands Sokar in 
the form of a man with the head of a hawk. 
Savage and fierce as a hawk is Sokar, and terrible 
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ia the pimisIuuMit be xaetea out to tboeo who rebel 
against him. Hard by Ms dwelling is a lake 
where the water boils and bubbles with heat as 
water boils in a pot. Into the boiling lake are 
cast the rebels, and they cry to Ea for help, but 
Ea lies cold and Ufoloas, waiting for the coming 
of Khepere, and tlieir orica arc unheeded while 
the Boat passes on Its way. 

On the farther wall of the ravine Is a high and 
vaulted building* the homo of Night and Dark¬ 
ness. Two birds aliog on oithor sido, and round 
about it glides a (wo-hoadod serpent. Ho lifts 
bis savage heads* and his poison is over ready to 
atri^ the rash iutmder who should dare to try 
to pass. Paitliful ia his watch, for in tlic homo 
of Night and Darkness lives IChcpera, the groat 
8ou] of the uiuverse, he whose omblem is the 
beetle, the god of rosurrootion. In the form of 
a soarab he watches the coming of Ua, and ho 
flies upon the Boat and awaits there the time 
when he shall bring Life back to the god. And 
now through the ^iek darkness along the nar¬ 
row passage falls a gleam of light; the Morning 
Star stands by the gate to lead the Boat on- 
wards; for in the darkest of tho night is a 
promise of tlie coming day. 

Slowly goes the Boat of Ea* passing through 
the Duat, through regions of thick darkness* of 
terror and dismay, to tho place whore tho abomin¬ 
able A pep lies in wait for the coming of Ra. 
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Thus puses bhe fifth hour of the tiight, and the 
sixth hour is at bond. Then the godd^ of the 
fifth hour makes way for the godd^ of the sixth 
hour, aud she oalla aloud the name of the Guardian 
of the gate. Flung wide are the portals, and the 
Boat of Ba passes through. 

Abyss of waters ” is the name of the sixth 
country of the Duat, and Oeiris has dominion 
orer it, Osiris, the neat god, Lord of the city of 
Daddu, the living King, (^ator of men, of cattle, 
and of the green dungs which aow upon the earth, 
Osiris, to whom aU men bow In praise and 
adoration. 

The river rises out of the sand again, and the 
Boat fioate upon its waters, and those who are 
in it rejoioe, for the hours of the night ore passing 
away. On the banks of the river are the great 
shapes of tbo gode, mysterious and wonderful; 
nine sceptres of sovereignty stand there also, and 
a monstrous lion looms through the darluess, 
f^ntly seen In the light which comes from the 
Boat of Ba. Three shrines stand beside the river, 
and a serpent whose breath is fiamo guards each 
one. Mystic and strange are the forme within 
the ehrines, and to man it is not given to know* 
the mesming of them ; in ono is a human head, 
in another the wing of a bird, in the third the 
hind part of a lion. Here also Uvea the g;rest 
coiled serpent with five heads, and within his 
coils lies Khepera, god of resurrection. On his 
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bead ho places Mio scarab, beneath Jiis foot is 
the sign of flesh ; thus does ho send Life into the 
dead, and thus will he re-vivify Ra, Por this is 
the farthest point of the Duat, and beyond the 
gate lies the way to the sunrise. 

Slowly goes tho Boat of Ra, passing tliroiigii 
tho Duat, through regions of thick durlcnoHH, of 
horror and dismay, whoro tho abominablu Ape]) 
lies in wait for the coining of Ka. Thus passoH 
tho sixth hour of tho night, and tlio seTonth hour 
is at band. Thou tlte goddCNN of tiio sixth hour 
makes way for the goddess of the Heventli hour, 
and she oalJs aloud tho name of tho Guardian of 
tho gate. Plung wido are the portals, ai id the Boat 
of Ra passes through. 

Secret cavern is the name of tho sovonth 
country of the Duat. Full of danger and peril is 
it, for the abominable Apep dwells in this land. 
As a groat and monstrous eorpont does ho appear 
and with wide-opon mouth he swallows tho waters 
of the river, ^at tho Boat may bo wreaked 
and that may perish. Then would the earth 
belong to the powers of darkness, and evil and 
wicke^ees would overcome the gods. 

But in the prow of the Boat stands las, tho 
great enchantress, whose magic none can with' 
stand; Isis, the greatest of the goddesses, she who 
can raise the dead, and to whom all mankind pay 
love and reverence. With arms outstrotched, 
she recites the Words of Power ■, calling aloud 
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aoroM the dark river. Over the body of Ra, the 
serpent Mehen caata hia proteoting ooUa, for now 
ia the time of danger. 

On a sandbank in the midst of the river lies 
the abcaninable Apep. Four htmdred and fifty 
cubits long is the sandbank; the coils of Apep 
cover it so that naught can be seen but the river 
around him. Loud does he hiss and roar and 
the Duat is filled with the thunder of his voice, 
yet Isis fimohos not, nor does she cease her 
incantations and the magical movements of her 
hands. Her spoils prevail and the abcminable 
Apep lies holplcM on tlie sand. Then Selk and 
Her-deeuf Ieap.^m the Boat of in and bind 
him with 00 Tds» and with sharp krUves tliey pierce 
bis ilosh, hoping to destroy him. But Apep is 
immortal, and eve^ night will he await and at¬ 
tack the Boat of Ra. Yet Selk and He>desuf 
hold him fast while the Boat continues on its 
way, past the great sandbanks, where he writbM 
and twists and struggles to get free, but the cords 
are strong and the £dves arc sharp and his efforts 
are in vain. 

Onward goes the Boat to the burial-places of 
the gods. Those stand beside the river; high 
mounds of sand are they, over each mound is i. 
building, and at each end the head of a man « 
watches the passing of Ra. 

Softly goes the Boat of Ra, passing through 
the Duat, moving through the darkness to the 
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sunns® and the day. Thus passes the seventh 
hour of the night, and the eighth hour is at band. 
Then the goddess ol the seventh hour makes way 
for the goddess of the eighth hour, and she calls 
aloud the name of the Guardian of the gate. 
Flung wide are the portals, and the Boat of Ra 
passes through. 

Sarcophagus of the gods is the name of the 
eighth country of theBuat, for hero dwell tho dead 
gods. Bead and buried arc they, embalmed 
and bandaged as men embalm and bandago tho 
dead upon earth. They cry aloud salutations 
to Ra as he passes, calling to him aoross the vast 
expanse, but so far away are they that tho sound 
of their voices is as the roaring of savage bulls, 
as the cry of birds of prey, as tho wail of 
mourners, as the murmur of bees. Before the 
Boat go nine Followers of the Gods; strange 
are their forms, mysterious and wonderful, like 
naught that is upon tho earth. In front of them 
march the four souls oi Xatanen in the llkenose 
of rams, great and fierce, with home wide-spread¬ 
ing and sharp-pointed. The first is crowned with 
high upstanding plumes, the second with tho 
Red crown of tho North Land, the third with the 
White crown of the South Land, the fourth with 
the glittering disk of the sun. Ancient is Tata- 
nen, dweller in Memphis, where the abode of Ptah 
is on the south of the wall. 

Softly goes the Boat of Ra, passing through 
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the Duftt, moTing through the darkness to the 
sunrise and the day. Thus passes the eighth hour 
of the night, and the ninth hour is at hand. Then 
the godd^ of the eighth hour makes way for the 
goddess of the ninth hour, and she oalU aloud the 
name of the Guardian of the gate. Flung wide 
are the portals, and the Boat of Ra paeaea through. 

‘•Prooeeaion of images*’ is the name of the 
ninth country of the Duat. Full and strong rune 
the river, and the Boat is borne forward upon the 
rushing stream. Twelve stor-gcds guard the 
Boat, with paddles in thoir hands, ready to help 
the Boat in case of need. Thick darkness broods 
not upon this land, for twelve great hooded 
snakes lie coiled upon the hank, and the breath 
of their moutbe is a dame of fire, gloaming upon 
the dark water and upon those who dwell in the 
Duat. Three shallops float upon the sombre river ; 
^strange is the shapo of these shallops, not like 
the boats of men ; aud the shadowy forms within 
them are in the likeness of a cow, of a ram, and 
of the soul of a man, From th^ the dwellers 
in this land receive the oScringe which are made 
to them upon the earth. Then the etar*gods 
break into singing; and the twelve goddessee 
aud the weaving gods and the dwellers in this 
land chant the glory aud honour of Ra, praising 
the Lord of the Boat, the Maker of earth and of 
heaven. With joy and singing they follow the 
appointed path. 
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Onward goes the Boat of Ka. pa«ung through the 
I)uat, travehing to tho eunrUo and tho light of open 
da^. Thua paesea the ninth hour of the night, 
and the tenth hour is at hand. Then the goddeea 
of the ninth hour makoa way for the goiicaa of 
tho tenth hour, and ehe calls aloud the name of 
the Guardian of tho gate. Flung wide are tho 
portals, and tho Boat of Ba paasca tlirough. 

Ahyaa of watera, lofty of banksis the namo 
of t^ tenth country of tho Puat, and the ruler 
Is Ba. The dwcHore in this land conio to meet 
their king as ho paasoa by upon tho aweUing river, 
Doen and full and strong inns tho stream, and 
the Boat is borne forward upon tho rushing exit- 
rent, Divine warnois armed with glittering 
weapons of war ate a guard for their king; li^t 
Is on thdv faoci like the light of the sun. By 
the side of the river are four goddesses; upon 
the darkness they oast beams of light, making 
bright the way of Ea upon tho gloomy river. 
Before the Boat of Ba moves tho Star of Mom- 
iug io the form of a doublo'headed serpent walk¬ 
ing upon legs, and upon his heads are the crowns 
of the South Land and the North Land; between 
his coils is the great hawk of the sky; Loader of 
Heaven is his name, for the stars of heaven follow 
bhn, but men call him Hesper and Lucifer also, 
In a shallop on the stream is a snake, Life of the 
Earth is be called, and he watches In the Duat 
against the enemies of Ra. 
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The greaUst of all the countries of the Dnat 
is this, for in this realm of wonder and mystory 
Khepera joins himself to Ra, and Ra himself is 
oreatod anew. Yet the dead body of Ra remains 
in tho Boat; but Ms soul is united to tho soul of 
Khepera. 

Onward goal tho Boat of Ra, passing through 
the Buat, traTcUmg to the sunriee and the light 
of open day. Thus passes the tentli hour of the 
night and the eleventh hour is at hand. Then 
the goddess of the tantli hour males way ior the 
goddess of the eleventh hour, and she calls aloud 
tlie name of the Guardian of the gate. Flung 
wide are the portals, and the Boat of Ka passes 
through. 

" mouth of the oavern is the name of the 
eleventh country of the X>uat, and Ra Is its ruler. 
Low has the river fallen and sluggishly it runs, 
and the Boat is drawn onwards oy the godjt; 
not with cords do they tow it, but with the body 
of tho groat serpent Mehen, the protector of Ba. 
On the prow of the Boat is a dery star, hut itr 
light is not redder than the strange and lurid glow 
which hUs this land; terrible and red is it and 
the sight of it is full of horror. This is tho 
region feared by evil-doers, for tbeir punishment 
awaits them here. Far and near are pits of dre ; 
goddesses, whose breath is dame, guard the pits, 
holding in their hands gleaming swords of drv. 
With their knives do they torment the wicked and 
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cMt tbam itxto tho pita of flame till they perieh 
utterly. Korus stands by and beholds their 
tormonte, for these are the enemies of Oaiiis and 
of Ba, doers of evil upon the earth and bios' 
phemere of the gods. No help can come to them, 
no escape is possible; doom^ are they by their 
0 ^ actions to the eword and fire. And the 
smoke and flamo of tboir torment rise up in the 
Duat. 

On the far aide of tho livor are the stars; 
Sbedu is there in the fashion of a snake; scarlet 
and crimson is be, and tlie stars wluoh form his 
body are ten in number. There also a sliape in 
seen, mysterious and wonderful ; like a winged 
snalM with legs does lie appear, and between the 
wings is the shadowv likenoss of a man. Men 
call him Atmu> dweller in Heliopolis; ancient 
is Atmu, more ancient than Ba himself; and ho 
sends the sweet breezes of the North Wind upon 
the land of Egypt. On either side of him the 
Eyes of Horus show dimly in tho faint and lurid 
light. And now springs up the breeze of morning; 
gentle is it and slight, tut with it comes the 
promise of the day. 

Onward goes the Boat of Ea, passing through 
the Duat, trayelling to the sunrise and the light 
of open day. Thus passes tho eleventh hour, and 
the twelfth hour and the dawn axe at hand. 
Then the goddess of the eleventh hour makes 
way for the goddess of the twelfth hour, and she 
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cii]a aloud the namo of the GuardiazL of the gate. 
Plung wide are the portals, and the Roat of Ra 
paeeea throi^. 

" Darkneee hae faUea, and hirths shine forth " 
is the name of the twelfth country of the Dnat. 
On the prow of the Boat is the great scarab of 
IQhepera, Veady to make the tranaforma^one of 
Ra ere he reachee the end of the Duat Not 
like other lands is this twelfth region of the 
Euat, for it is enoloeed in the body of a vast and 
monstrous serpent. Life of the Gods ’’ is his 
name, and through this great and huge frame 
travels the Boat of Millions of Years. Twelve 
of the worshippers of Ra seiee the towing-ropes 
and drag the Boat onward, and here in the 
body of the serpent is Ra transformed into 
Kbepera and is auvo again, for now the journey 
through the Duat is near the end Standing by 
the mouth of the serpent ace twelve goddesses; 
to these the Worshippers of Ra yield toe towing* 
ropes, and they draw the Boat to the eastern 
horizon of heaven. And now the dead oorpse 
of Ra is cast out of the Boat, as the husk is oast 
away when the grain is winnowed out, for the 
soul and the life of Ra are in the scarab of 
Khepera, and the transformations of Ra aie oom- 
pleted. With shouting and singing, with joy 
and with gladness, the Boat of Ra passes out of 
the Duat. 

Glorious is the Manzet Boat, speeding to the 
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giuuuft I Wrd«» swing wide the portals, and usher 
in the day. Between the sycomores of turquoise 
oomee the Boat of Ea, and the mountain of Bakhu 
\s fiushed with light. The serpent, guardian of the 
Greet Green Waters, boholds Ba in glory in the 
eaetem horizon of heavon, and the rays glitter 
on his soaloe. 

Glorious is the Manzet Boat, borne upon the 
riVer, dashing in the splendour and t)to light of 
open day. In the foam at tho prow of the Boat 
sports the AbtU'deh, darting through tlio gleam¬ 
ing spray, and tho Ant*dsh is seen in the whirlpool 
of turquoise. From the earth rises up tho sound 
of reioioing, for all created things praise Ra at his 
rising. 

Hail to thee, Ra, at thy rising; the night and 
the darkness are past. At the dawn of the day 
thou shinest, the heayens are dlled with thy 
light. King of the Gods art thon, all glory and 
triumph are thine. The Gods come as dogs to 
thy feet, rejoicing to greet thee at dawn. Hail 
to thee Ea, at tl^ ruing; at thy coming all men 
are glad. In joy dost Uiou come in the morning, 
with glory thou ruleet the world. Tho stan Of 
\he heavens adore thee, the Gods of the earth 
exalt thee, Lord of the Heavens art thou. Hail 
to thee, Ea, at thy rising I None can express 
thy glory. Lord of all Wisdom and Truth. The 
souls of the East attend theo, the souls of the 
West are thy servants, the Norih and the South 
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adore thee, Worshipped art thou, ocr Ruler, by 
those whom thou bMt created, Thou risest in 
beaTen’a horizon, thou caueeet mankind to r&< 
joioe. H&ii to theo, Ba, at thy rising; at thy rising 
ia beauty, 0 lU.

It wae among otlirr 
papyri, written in hleratle and In Ceptlo, in a wooden ^eeb, 
end la now In the Cairo Muaeuffi. iWiotle la the eerlpt In 
whleh the lateet form of the SgTptlaa language waa written : 
the aarlleet example remalalog la of the rejf& ef Bbabaka ot 
the xxvth dyaaaty, about 710 a,c. ; it oontlnued in uae till 
Roman Umaa. when it waa aupereeded by the Greek alphabet. 

The papyrua ie of the Ptclemato period, bat the exact date 
la uncertaJn, aa the oolopbon at tne end la partly ilt^bkv 
The year 15 only ia vlaible, which, howew, u not eufi^iii 
guide to the reign of the king under wh^ it waa writteo. 

The legend given in tide book ie pert only of a much longer 
Ule; it u in fact a atory within a atciy, told by the ka ot 
Aliura to the high prloet of Merephia, want he ventured into 
tbe tomb of Koror'kft'ptah la aetfch ef the Book of Thoth. 

The Rook of Thoth ia aald te oontein ealy two pagaa; it 
muat therefore have been a roll of papyrua writtea on botCaldaa.

Anuala U g( the uvith 
dyneity an ana to human aa^fioa at Halios^ia; Dladorui 
aaya that red-haired men were oflered up at tne aepulohra of 
Oeirie; aa the kuu «ai the Inoamate Owe, thla irotUd mean 
that human eae r i fl caa were made at the royal gravee, prob* 
ably during the funend earemoniee. The 6ook of the Dead 
aho oontluuaUy aUudee to human weriflee. At Edfu an 
altar waa found aouJpturad with repReantatlona of ofleringa 
in whieb human beioga are tlie vielbria. Small figure*, 
earved In the round, are known, whlob are in the form of 
bound eapUvea; and ehow probably tha method of binding 
tha vleUn; the lag* are bent at the kneee, and the feet 
bound to tl>o tbJghe ( the aime are bent at the elbowa eaid 
eeeuraly laalied to tlie body. Tliie ia not tbo or^ary way 
of bin^g a prisoner, but li a apeoial raetb^ roeerved 
probably for a human vlotim.

In 
early tlmai It eeema more than probable that Sot, or the 
AI^ of Set, waa played by a human being, who waa aatoally 
killed durizkg the parlonnanee. Whan the ouatom of human 
eaerlfiee bagtaa to die ont. the human victim il often replaced 
by an animal. This le w oaee at Edfu, vhero Bet ia oalJed 
a UppopotamoB and reprea an ted aa a pig,
